The Buenos Aires correspondent of the New York Eve- 
ning Post, writing from that city on July 31, gives an 
animated description of the welcome extended to Admiral 
Caperton and the officers and men of his fleet by the Ar- 
gentinians in the weck beginning July 24, when the fleet 
paid a visit to that city. Admiral Caperton’s ships in- 
cluded the U.S.S. South Dakota, Pittsburgh, Frederick 
and Pueblo, and it was estimated that on the day the fleet 
steamed into the port of Buenos Aires at least 250,000 
people were assembled around the great North Basin 
and along the sea wall that forms the river front. The 
correspondent writes that “not since Argentina’s centen- 
nial celebration of 1910 have the people of Buenos Aires 
done anything to equal the warmth of their welcome to 
Admiral Caperton and his fleet” and intimates that the 
only really quiet moments the officers spent in not being 
entertained by the warm-hearted residents were while 
they were at the services in the First Methodist Episco- 
pal Church on Sunday. The self-restraint of the enlisted 
men of the fleet in “a great city that is certainly not a 
model village” in keeping themselves “‘self-respecting and 
sober” was another incident of the visit of the fleet that 
made a pronounced impression in Buenos Aires. 











Convoyed by a force of coast patrol vessels, three 
Chilean submarines, the H-3, H-4 and H-6, left the Bos- 
ton Navy Yard on Sept. 7, on the first leg of their long 
to South America.

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Ex-President Theodore Roosevelt revived the question 
of th> need of universal military service in the course of 
an address he made before a throng of people at a county 
fair in Chatham, N.Y., on Sept. 5. After drawing a 
dispiriting picture of what the United States had accom- 
plished up to the present in the war which left us “noth- 
ing like as formidable as Belgium or Rumania,” ex- 
President Roosevelt declared that we ought to have uni- 
versal military service “so that never again shall the na- 
tion have to begin to train for a fight after the fight has 
begun.” Then he added: “As yet we count for almost 
nothing in the war, but sooner or later—I hope within 
six months or so—we shall develop our tremendous 
strength, and then let us see the war through. Only the 
overthrow of the brutal and unscrupulous militarism of 
the Hohenzollerns will make this world safe either for the 
United States or democracy. Let us bend our whole 
energies toward this end. Let us resolve that if all our 
allies should slip away from us we will nevertheless 
continue the war single-handed until the end is attained. 
Let us as individuals do all we can to aid in securing 
the triumph. Let us live simply, cut out all extravagance 
and all alcohol, show thrift, avoid waste and do every 
bit of productive work we can, in agriculture or indus- 
try, in producing food. or clothing, or munitions or in 
managing the transportation of the country. Let us 
cheerfully pay our increased taxes, subscribe to Govern- 
ment loans, help the Red Cross and Y.M.C.A. and all 
similar organizations which are trying to aid our soldiers. 
So far as our bodily strength and condition permit let us 
serve with our bodies. If we are permitted let us vol- 
unteer in the Army or the Navy; if we are drafted let 
us treat the fact as a great privilege. Service should be 
the law of life; and thrice blessed is that man who in 
this world crisis is granted the supreme good fortune of 
risking his life and all else that he has for his country 
and mankind.” 
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The suggestion that the War Department establish in 
all parts of the country bureaus of information to which 
the relatives and friends of the men in the National Army 
may go for legitimate information and through which, if 
hecessary, they may communicate, was made to the Sec- 
Tetary of War in a letter received from Mayor Mitchel, 
of New York city, on Sept. 7. These local news bureaus, 
it is pointed out, would rapidly become clearing houses of 
benefit to the National Army, relieving the War Depart- 
Ment of much troublesome detail work and, at the same 
time, would have the effect of “bringing the war to the 
people.” “The Mayor’s Committee on National Defense 
has ever since registration day been furnishing informa- 
tion to registered men and their families,” the Mayor’s 
Hetter says. “Since the exemption boards were organized 
at has conducted a bureau specially devoted to this task, 
yhich has at times advised more than 1,000 persons per 
lay. Now that the first quota has been practically made 
ip and the men are about to go to their respective canips, 
it might be supposed that our work would be over. Such

ple, as you know, are not accustomed to dealing with the 
Government. Now suddenly that Government takes on a 
different aspect. It comes into their homes and takes 
away the men of their families. Cannot the War Depart- 
ment further show its interest in the welfare of the men 
by giving those left at home a sure source of informa- 
tion through which they can learn of the status of their 
relatives at camp and at the front? My suggestion would 
be that you establish in each locality an office designed to 
give the people information on such points as how to 
communicate with their soldiers, how to send them little 
gifts, how to visit them, and similar points. These offices 
readily be also a local source of information to 
families as to the fate of their men in battle.” 
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A veteran of the Spanish-American war asks why it 
is that the War Department does not make use of the 
military expertence of those who served in the Spanish- 
American war and the Philippine insurrection; veterans 
who have been in campaigns and know what the sensa- 
tion of being under volley fire is.- Answering his own 
question he says it is evidently because they are not 
considered sufficiently robust physically or resilient 
enough for work on the battle line. He adds: “Many 
of the older men are thoroughy deserving of commis- 
sions on their military and personal records, and others 
are deserving of at least three chevrons. The failure 
of the Department to recognize these men from a mili- 
tary standpoint has caused widespread soreness among 
thousands of these men and their relatives and friends. 
Thousands of the veterans want to go in various com- 
missioned and enlisted capacities, but are. prevented by 
the unnecessarily. low maximum age-limit—unnecessarily 
low for some purposes, at any rate. Why not use these 
men (if the British authorities are willing) to garrison 
Egypt and Syria (Palestine) where the climate is mild, 
and where, at any rate so far as Egypt is concerned, 
life would not be so very strenuous, and thus release 
the many thousands of British colonial troops, no doubt 
principally young and robust men, who are now kept 
there and who could be probably better employed in 
more exciting and strenuous wark up back of Saloniki, 
or elsewhere in Europe. The examinations for officers 
from the American veterans should be stretched and 
ave a little less of the apparently ‘theoretical’ in them; 
let their military and other records speak for them- 
selves. The gallant old fellows of the civil war would in 
many cases never have been able even to get into the 
Army, much less get a chance to fight for their coun- 
try, if they had to go through such screens and obstacles 
as the new Army officers have.” 
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Approximately $12,000,000 for war relief work in 
Europe will have.been expended by the American Red 
Cross in the first six months since the United States 
has been at war with Germany, according to a report 
made on Sept. 9, by Henry P. Davison, chairman of 
the War Council. More than $10,000,000 of this is for 
in France. Other countries to receive relief are 
Russia, Rumania, Italy, Serbia, Britain and Ar- 
menia, the grand total amounting to $12,339,681, the 
greater part of which will be used by Nov. 1, although 
some of the appropriations cover a year. The War 
Council has sent to Europe five separate commissions, 
each composed of representative Americans skilled in 
business administration, in medical and surgical work, 
and in other lines of Red Cross effort. The work in- 
cludes the establishing and maintaining of hospitals for 
soldiers in the American Army in France, the care and 
education of destitute French children and the rehabili- 
tation of the devastated areas in France and Belgium. 
Relief and preventive means against tuberculosis, which 
has greatly increased since the war, also will be sup- 
plied. A plan has been devised also to extend aid to 
soldiers and civilians held as prisoners by the enemy. 
The first and supreme object of the task is to care for 
our own Army and Navy. 
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Secretary of War Baker made the following an- 
nouncement on Sept. 10: “The rule of the Regular 
Army in the matter of the training-of colored troops, 
which is that they are trained in separate organiza- 
tions, will be adhered to. The call for colored men will 
be postponed until one of the later calls, so that they 
will be called at a separate time, giving an opportunity 
to the officers at the camps to assemble the organiza- 
tions, of which they are a part, substantially all at one 
time. They will not be the last called, but they will 
be called separately. All coloréd men called in a state 
which has a cantonment in it will be organized and 
trained there; provision will be made but it has not 
yet been made for the assembling of colored troops for 
training from those states which have not cantonments 
of their own. An opportunity will be given to both white 
and colored men among the selected forces to volun- 
teer for training service and in line of communication 
organization which it is necessary to organize and it 
is hoped that an adequate number will volunteer for 
this military but non-combatant service; but there will 
be both combatant and non-combatant organizations of 
colored men just as there aré for white men.” 
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A joint board of officers of the Army and Navy has 
been appointed to make recommendations relative to the 
amendment of the present rules of the Field Service Regu- 
lations and Army Transport Regulations relative to naval 
convoys. The board will have in view amplifying and 
amending the regulations in question so as to cover con- 





ditions as they now exist. This revision of regulations 
has undoubtedly been brought about by the activity of the 
submarines, and the necessity for increasing the safety 
of convoys. The president of the board is Capt. William 
R. Shoemaker, U.S.N. The other members of the board 
are Major Robert E. Wiley, Gen. Staff, U.S.A:; Major 
Dion Williams, U.S.M.C.; and Major William H. Oury, 
Q.M.C., U.S.A. . 
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The former German passenger steamer Vaterland, now 
the Leviathan, which was seized by the United States, is 
being repaired for the Army transport service and she 
will make an ideal transport for troops. She is a vessel 
of 54,282 tons, and has a speed of 2414 knots. In peace 
time ‘she carried 5,000 passengers and a crew of 1,000 
without the slightest crowding, and in war time, now 
that she has received certain interior alterations, it is 
estimated that she can comfortably carry 10,000 troops. 
She has mounts for guns, :.nd is built with a double hull 
and Lumerous bulkheads, which insures her safety at sea. 
As a passenger steamer she was most luxuriously fitted 
up, a large space in her cabin being devoted to a Roman 
bath: The space occupied by the bath and by other lux- 
uries will be utilized in different directions, and wil] add 
a great deal of space for the carrying of troops and for 
equipage. Her immense decks, with a length of 800 feet, 
offer ample means for exercise. She is receiving her fin- 
ishing touches at Hoboken, a large number of men being 
at work on her. Steam was raised in her boilers this 
week for the first time since her machinery was disabled 
by her German engineers. ’

A bill bas been presented to the- New York State 
legislature making the procedure in acquiring land with- 
in that state for use as Federal Aviation fields the same 
as under the law governing the takihg of land for 
fortifications. The bill was submitted with an emergency 
message from Governor Whitman advocating its imme- 
diate enactment. The Secretary of War had requested 
this legislation in a letter, dated Aug. 31, in which he 
said that it was “probable that the United States Gov- 
ernment will find it necessary to purchase some tracts 
of land in the State of New York for various purposes, 
particularly for the establishment of flying fields for 
the Aviation Servic: Mr. Baker pointed out that the 
present law “does uot appear to be broad enough to 
permit the contemplated purchases,” and requested pas- 
sage of the enabling amendment. 
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The War Department announced on Sept. 7 that a 
second ‘forest’? regiment will be formed for service in 
France. The regiment will include ten battalions, com- 
posed of lumbermen and skilled timber-workers. Nine 
additional “service” battalions to be made up of laborers 
to be used in connection with the regiment, also have 
been authorized. The first special regiment of this type 
was the 10th Engineers, now undergoing training near 
Washington. This unit numbered about 1,200 men. The 
second regiment will be much larger, each of the ten bat- 
talions being composed of three companies of 250 men 
each. A major will command each battalion. The regi- 
ment is to be recruited entirely by voluntary enlistment. 
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The Provost Marshal General on Sept. 7 authorized 
the definite statement that no date had been set for 
a second call for men for the National Army and that, 
so far as his office was aware, no second call is con- 
templated by President Wilson. A new ruling con- 
cerning the execution of the Selective Service law pro- 
vides that a registrant whose order of liability does 
not permit of his being selected for the first quota can- 
not even at his own request be advanced so as to be 
sent with that quota. Another prohibits the acceptancg 
of claims for exemption based upon the applicant haw 
ing been discharged from some branch of the Regulas 
Service. : 
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Secretary of War Baker ordered resumption of con- 
struction work on the National Guard camp at Palo Alto, 
Cal." on Sept. 6 providing the state health authoritieg 
will approve a camp sewerage system involving expendi 
ture of not more than $15,000 additional. Meanwhile 
orders will not be changed for sending the National 
Guard troops from Washington, Oregon, Montana, Idaho 
and Wyoming to Camp Greene at Charlotte, N.C. The 
War Department plans to use the Palo Alto site as an 
emergency camp. 
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A second “embarkation camp,” similar to that under 
construction near Tenafly, N.J., as described in our last 
issue, is to be erected at Newport News, Va. The 
War Department has designated these as Concentra- 
tion Camps, where troops will be assembled and equip 
ped and will undergo a final imspection prior to their 
embarkation for foreign service. Each camp will have 
a capacity of 20,000 men.

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In regard to the disposition of sick men in organiza- 
tions ordered on foreign service the War Department 
has sent the following communication to Department 
Commanders of the Army: “It appearing that organiza- 
tions upon entraining for the port of embarkation fre- 
quently bring with them men awaiting discha&ge on 
surgeon’s certificate of disability, or known to be 
permanently incapacitated for service, the Secretary of 
War directs that you instruct all subordinate com- 
manders of mobile troops in your department, ordered 
on foreign Service, to give to their surgeons as much 
notice of the proposed departure of their commands as 
considerations of secrecy permit, and to direct these 
medical officers to exercise especial vigilance to keep 
themselves informed as to the exact physical condition 
of the sick, in order that, on the one hand, those un- 
fitted for military Service shall not accompany the 
command, and, on the other, that no one shall be left 
behind who is btit temporarily disabled. Early rec- 
ommendation should be made for the discharge on 
surgeon's certificate of disability of men_believed to be 
permanently incapacitated for active Service, or, in 
appropriate cases, their transfer to the Army and Navy 
General Hospital, Hot Springs, Ark., or to the United 
States Army General Hospital, Fort Bayard, N.M. 
When the order of entrainment for the port of em- 
barkation is received, all the sick believed to be per- 
manently incapacitated for active Service, whether they 
have been recommended for discharge or not, should be 
at once reported by the surgeon to the commanding of- 
ficer, who will issue the necessary instructions with 
regard to their retention and disposition.” 
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Organization of the “U.S. Committee on Music for the 
Army and Navy” was completed on Sept. 3 at a confer- 
ence in New York city held in the offices of Lee F. Han- 
mer, of the Army and Navy Commission on Training 
Camp Activities. W. K. Brice, treasurer of the Camp Up- 
ton Army Recreation Fund and of the New York Com- 
munity Chorus, was made chairman of the new com- 
mittee. The selection and development of singing leaders 
for the camps will be under the supervision of Mr. Han- 
mer and of a sub-committee headed by Harry Barnhart. 
leader of the New York Community Chorus and of music 
at Camp Upton, near Yaphank, L.I. Of the plans of 
the committee Mr. Barnhart said: “It is not a work that 
will suddenly end with the cessation of war. The men 
who develop into successful leaders of the soldiers and 
sailors will have a wonderful chance to become expert 
community chorus leaders. Our work will consist of dis- 
covering, selecting, training and supervising song leaders 
for the camps, the naval training stations and the U.S. 
Army posts throughout the country. We can easily 
place from 200 to 300 good leaders. Mr. Hanmer has 
asked me to conduct a training school for such leaders at 
the Russel Sage Foundation Building in New York city, 
and we will have a fine opportunity to try out the new 
leaders at Camp Upton before sending them into the 
field. The musical fraternity of America should appreci- 
ate the splendid opportunity which has been offered by 
the Government and respond to this call.” The compila- 
tion and publication of an Army and Navy song book is 
proposed, and it is intended to take up the question of 
standardizing the bands of the Army and Navy. 
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Real estate “profiteers” are at work in the town of 
Ayer, Mass., as shown by a letter from the wife of an 
Army officer which appeared in a recent issue of the 
Springfield Republican. “I should like to tell how the 
patriotic people of the little town of Ayer are ‘doing 
their bit,’” she writes. ‘There is a house for rent there, 
just an ordinary, large-sized house, and the price of it is 
$1,000 a month—without furniture, without servants, 
without supplies of any kind, one thousand dollars! To 
be sure, there are others, common frame structures, with 
no heating facilities other than chimneys, ranging any- 
where from down to the modest sum of $200 a 
month. It seems that these prominent Get-Rich-Quick 
Wallingfords, with their truly sharklike instincts, fail to 
recognize that from the financial point of view the mod- 
erate incomes of most Army officers could not stand that 
strain, and, what is more important, from the point of 
view of self-respect, they would not. But it all goes to 
show that right here in our fine old New England, when 
the country so much needs unselfishness and fair play, 
the vultures of greed are flapping their wings and grow- 
ing fat—or trying to—through the necessities of those 
who are cheerfully sacrificing self to the call of the Gov- 
ernment.” In reproducing this letter the Hartford 
Courant asks: “Has Massachusetts any military emer- 
gency commission with power to deal with an emergency 
like this?” We wait for Massachusetts to answer. 
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The annual mecting of the Association of Military 
Dental Surgeons of the United States will be held at 
Hotel Astor, New York city, on Oct. 23.

terest. The Association of Military Dental Surgeons of the 
United States is sending from the office of its president, 
Dr. John D. Milliken, 323 Geary street, San Francisco, 
Cal., a circular letter inviting those who are eligible to 
join the association to do so. It is desired to have every 
dental surgeon and ex-dental surgeon of the Army and 
Navy and National Guard become a member. The asso- 
ciation publishes a quarterly bulletin with dento-military 
news, and with the prospect of at least 1,000 members of 
the Dental Reserve Corps, it is hoped to make this bul- 
letin of special interest to both the Army and Navy Den- 
tal Corps. The association is advocating legislation to 
make it possible for dental surgeons to be promoted to 
the grade of major, embodied in H.R. Bill No. 4897 
Lodge amendment. ¢ 
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A recent War Department communication to De- 
partment commanders of the Army relative to the 
clothing account of enlisted men, says: “Referring to 
G.O. No. 89, War Dept., current series, establishing 
allowance of clothing in kind, the money clothing ac- 
counts of enlisted men in active Federal ice on 
July 14, 1917, will be closed by settlement as to that 
date under paragraphs 1160, 1161, or 1162, Army 
Regulations, as though such men were on that date 
separated from active Service. If on settlement of July 
24, the soldier is indebted to the United States, this 





indebtedness will be reduced by an amount equal to the 
clothing allowance for the six months ending Dec. 30, 
1917, had such allowance been continued, less the 
amount already credited for fourteen days in July, or 
by so much of said difference as is necessary to cover 
the indebtedness. If the settlement after deducting this 
credit still shows indebtedness to the United States the 
amount of such indebtedness will be entered on the next 
pay rolls and collected. Amounts found due soldier will 
not ‘be credited on pay rolls but will be entered on 
Service records and credited on final statements upon 
release from active duty by furlough to reserve, dis- 
charge, or otherwise. Immediately advise all concerned 
within territorial limits of your command.” 
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The art of “maritime camouflage” is discussed in a 
recent issue of the New York Sun by Robert G. Sker- 
rett, who points out that this is by no means a new 
science. The late F. T. Jane, well-known as a naval ex- 
pert, is given credit for the “first suggestive idea in the 
right direction,” although as far back as the Civil War 
both the Federals and Confederates had “camouflaged” 
to an extensive degree. Mr. Jane's initial effort was the 
painting of a British destroyer a mottled coat of black, 
white and gray. In 1902 a patent was granted two 
Americans, Gerome Brush and Abbott H. Thayer, who 
started out with the idea of reserving the coloring of the 
light and shaded portions of a vessel to decrease her 
visibility.. Naval officers who have given much thought 
to this idea are Lieut. Comdr. Joseph O. Fisher and 
Lieut. Kenneth Whiting. Both of them started their 
studies in connection with the operation of submarines, 
but more recently, Lieutenant Whiting has continued his 
experiments in the field of aviation. Commander Fisher 
probably is responsible for the variegated color schemes 
which have led inhabitants of coast cities to believe that 
a large proportion of recent Navy recruits was composed 
of patriotic but irresponsible cubists. 
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An examination will be held at the Navy Department, 
Washington, D.C., to fill the ten existing vacancies in 
the grade of assistant civil engineer, Corps of Civil 
Engineers, U.S.N. No candidate over twenty-six years 
of age on July 1, 1917, will be eligible. He must be an 
American citizen; must have received a degree from a 
college or university of recognized standing, showing that 
he has satisfactorily completed a course in civil, elec- 
trical or mechanical engineering; must have had not 
less than fourteen months practical professional ex- 
perience since graduation, and must be of good moral 
character and repute. Appointees are commissioned 
assistant civil engineer, with rank of lieutenant (junior 
grade). Pay and allowances approximately $2,500 a 
year. The Corps of Civil Engineers is a growing one 
and its position in the Navy organization is one of 
prominence. New construction authorized and under- 
way aggregates over $100,000,000. A descriptive cir- 
cular regarding the Corps and the coming examination 
will be mailed to those interested upon request to the 
Chief of Bureau of Yards and Docks, Navy Depart- 
ment, Washington, D.C. 
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The 165,000 men of the naval personnel will have 
to be increased considerably in numbers, if the ideas 
of Comdr. E. L. Bennett, U.S.N., Assistant Chief of 
the Bureau of Navigation, are carried out. In his 
statement before the House Naval Affairs Committee 
Commander Bennett said that it would be necessary 
to train a Navy personnel to man the merchant ships, 
if they were to be successfully operated through the 
submarine zone. These merchantmen are now armed, 
Commander Bennett said, and to enable them to fight 
off the U-boats successfully the crews of the ships will 
have to be under military discipline. The war cannot 
be carried on successfully unless ships get through witb 
supplies and as a war measure the Navy will have to 
move them with the men trained according to the ways 
of the Navy. He expected, he added, that without fur- 
ther increase there will be approximately 60,000 men 
in the shore training camps during the approaching 
winter. The stations at Jamestown and at Great 
Lakes bave had their capacity increased ten-fold, and 
have been expanded to their maximum limit. 
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Med. Inspr. F. L. Pleadwell, U.S.N., has returned to 
this country after being on service in England or along 
the western front since May, 1916, when he was detailed 
by the Navy Department as one of a joint Army and 
Navy board. Surgeon Pleadwell was made aid to Vice 
Admiral Sims. hile in England he received every 
courtesy from medical organizations and other bodies 
and had unusual opportunities to study military and 
medical conditions. His tour included inspections of 
hospitals, hospital ships, ambulances, camps and training 
establishments in the United Kingdom and im France. 
Surgeon Pleadwell visited the High Seas Fleet, the Brit- 
ish trenches in France and the Italian front-on the Isonzo. 
He visited sixty-four hospitals, five ambulance trains, 
six training and convalescent camps, twenty naval ves- 
gels including eleven hospital ships and four medical ser- 
vice schools. His report will contain valuable data on 
administration, transportation, sanitation, construction, 
methods of disinfection and the education of disabled 
men; and all kindred subjects. Such parts as are not con- 
fidential will be made public. 
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American troops undergoing training in France will 
receive a detailed description of the World's Series of 
baseball games. President Ban Johnson, of the Amer- 
ican League, has announced the completion of all nec- 
essary preparations to have a 1,000-word story cabled 
after each game. This story will be sent to General 
Pershing’s headquarters, where it may be duplicated for 
distribution to the various regimental bulletin boards. 
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In the course of an address he delivered at the opening 
of a charitable entertainment at Newport recently, Bear 
Admiral Bradley A. Fiske, U.S.N., referred to some moy- 


ing pictures of airplanes that were to be shown as part of 
the entertainment and asked the audiencé “to realize the 
advantages which will accrue to the side which forestalls 
the other in utilizing machines here shown.” Thén he 
added: “The urgency of the situation in Europe and 
America demands that we utilize every advantage that we 
can secure and that we accept for aeronautics, in par- 
ticular, because it is the newest art, every aid which 
aeronauts can bestow; for history warns us that noth- 
ing tends more to defeat in war than an ultraconserva- 
tive attitude toward new inventions. We need the aid 





of every good invention that can be produced. We are at 
war with the most formidable nation in the world; the 
nation that prosecutes war with greater skill, knowledge, 
cunning, foresight, determination, ruthlessness and per- 
fidy than any other nation, past or present. We are at 





war with the incarnated combination of intellect and 
evil, we are at war with the Devil himself.” 
Boston has established a new club house for enlisted 


men in the Service, especially in the Navy, at 11 Nas- 
sau street, in that city. It is called the “Shore Leave 
Club” and was established and is managed by the Bos- 
ton Y.M.C. Union. It has grown in popularity and the 
rooms and beds have been -filled and emergency cots 
are now being used. On Sept. 8, seventy-two men were 
accommodated, including twelve who slept on the roof. 
Many have enjoyed this small but homelike. club. Here 


men may lounge, smoke, write letters or play games. 
The Women’s City Club committee, which assisted in 
opening “Shore Leave Club,” continues to help. A 
canteen supplies the men with minor luxuries; nominal 
charges are made for sleeping and meals. Breakfast 
has been served every morning since the club was 


opened, and in addition Sunday dinners now are served. 
The Union is to establish a second club in its official 
headquarters in Boylston street.

The pale, frequently stout, sometimes a little 
pompous medical rookie emerges in a few weeks stronger, 
quicker, with a greater expanse of chest, with much 
of his selfesteem flattened out, and with, at least, an 
appreciation of the character of the task he has under- 
taken in accepting a commission. A course of training 
at a Medical Officers’ training camp while not an un- 
mixed joy, is undoubtedly a most valuable experience 
for the new fledged medical officer.”

Anxiety of men to go to France as Army clerks is 
shown by receipt of many more applications than there 
are positions open. In the Corps of Engineers, 150 places 


as clerks are sought by 4,000 men, and for fifty posi- 
tions as draughtsman there are 300 applicants, with 
scores coming daily. Personal examinations will be 


‘given as many as possible at Washington and other 


places where Army engineers are located, and a Te- 
serve list will be formed. Hundreds of applications 
are on file at The Adjutant General’s Office for ap- 
pointment as Army field clerk. Successful candidates 
will be appointed by Secretary Baker on recommenda- 
tion of The Adjutant General after strict physical and 
mental examination. 
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The Quartermaster General has been authorized te 
establish branch remount stations at each divisional 
cantonment and camp in the United States in order 
that the thousands of animals needed by the Army may 
be secured without entirely obliterating the supply in any 
one section and also to prevent the transportation of 
horses and mules over long distances to the train re- 
mount depots, as was the case under the former sys- 
tem. A major of the Quartermaster Corps will be in 
charge of each divisional station, with ten officers and 
298 enlisted men under his orders. Similar stations are 
to be established at each port of embarkation, under 
a captain, Q.M.C., with ten officers and 261 men. 
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The Police Department of the city of New York has at 
least two men of its force, who are employed in driving 
the motor vehicles that carry persons under arrest from 
station houses to the courts, attired in the Service uni- 
form of a non-commissioned officer in the Army. In 
view of the fact that the National Defense Act specifi- 
cally prohibits anyone save men of the Army from wear- 
ing such a uniform it is curious that the Mayor of the 
city, who is thoroughly familiar with Army life, should 
permit such a violaton of the law. In New York’s ver- 
nacular these vehicles are known as “hurry up” or “pie” 
wagons, which makes the indignity to the Army uniform 
seem all the greater. 
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“Make your present to the Marine as compact and 
durable as possible,” is the admonition of Marine Corps 
officials whose experiences in -many eampaigns have 
taught them the needs of the fighting men. The im 
portant things are those that the marine actually car- 
ries into the trenches; metal cases for toothbrush and 
soap, razors, watertight match boxes, steel-backed mir- 
rors, and only articles that stand exposure to the 
weather are of value. Though of good quality, they 
should not be expensive, as such articles are frequently 
lost. Clothing boxes, kept in reserve billets back of the 
firing line, will hold articles not actually in use by the 
U.S. Marines.

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REORGANIZATION OF SIGNAL CORPS. 


Brig. Gen. George O. Squier, C.S.O., and his as- 
sistants have about completed plans for the reorganiza- 
tion of both branches of the Signal Corps made neces- 
sary by the Act of July 24, 1917. When completely 
reorganized the corps will include 10,000 officers and 
20,000 men. Under the above legislation, which appro- 
priated $640,000,000, the President was authorized to 
provide the necessary additional commissioned person- 
nel by promoting, appointing, detailing or attaching as 
temporary officers of the corps, officers of the Regular 
Army, National Guard or National Armies, the Re- 
serve Corps, or from enlisted men and civilians. Of- 
ficers not above the rank of colonel could be appointed 
without the consent of the Senate and irrespective of 
rank or grade held on date of the passage of the act. 

The following recommendations have been made for 
appointment to the position in the “new” corps, some 
of the officers having already been appointed.

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COMPTROLLER’S DECISIONS. 


The Comptroller of the Treasury has declined to re- 
consider his decision of July 6, 1917, to the effect that 
there is no authority of law for the transfer of funds 
from naval appropriations to the Appropriation “Coast 
Guard, 1918,” when the latter is found insufficient. 
Replying to a request from the Secretary of the Navy 
for a reconsideration, the Comptroller says: ‘“Re- 
gardless of the administrative and accounting difficul- 
ties which may arise in connection with such disburse- 
ments, the statutory requirements on which the de- 
cision was based are too plain to admit of_construc- 
tion or interpretation and cannot be waived, ignored 
or — He suggests that a legislative remedy be 
sought. u 

An officer of Naval Volunteers when called into the 
Service of the United States must execute both the 
oath required by the laws of his state and that provided 
under G.O. 150, Navy Dept., June 14, 1915, before he 
is to be considered in that Service, the Comptroller has 
decided. The question arose in the case of Ensign A. 
G. Whitfeld, N.N. V. (Illinois N.M.), when that of- 
eer sought pay for the period April 6 to 27, 1917. It 
developed that, while he had performed all the duties 
assigned him after the Naval Militia had been called 
into service, there was no record of either the state 
er Federal oath having been executed. The Comptroller 
authorizes the Navy Department to pay the usual sal- 
ary of an ensign when the above condition has been 
remedied. 
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OPINIONS OF JUDGE ADVOCATE GENERAL. 


The Judge Advocate General holds that under the 
statute the appropriations for the Quartermaster Corps 
may not be applied to the payment of rent of additional 
space for the Army Medical School. The only fund ayail- 
able for that purpose is the $100,000,000 fund under the 
emergency appropriation. 

The Judge Advocate General recommends that female 
nurses be reimbursed for expenditures for tips, steamer 
ehairs, etc., when traveling abroad. While there is no 
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specific provision for Army nurses, it is the general prac- 
tice to pay their expenses, under the provisions of A.R. 733. 

Retired officers on active duty take rank according to 
constructive date of commissions to be determined by 
adding to date of commission at time of retiring the total 
amount of time on the retired list, less the amount of 
time spent on active duty since retirement, the Judge 
Advocate General holds in a recent opinion. 
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SOLDIERS’ RATIONS. 

Noting an article in a daily paper which stated that the 
present Army ration is supplemented by the enlisted men 
by purchases from their own funds, and that they have 
no pocket money left, an efficer of wide experience in the 
Civil, Spanish-American War and in the Philippines in 
a letter to us says: “These statements ought not to go 
uncontradicted. It is quite certain that few of the en- 
listed men ever had so much pocket money as they have 
now. According to the writer's experience there never 
was a company, troop or battery that had not in its num- 
ber two excellent cooks—the ration is profuse—every 
company saves at least $2 per man each month, which 
goes into the-company fund for the purchase of articles 
not included in the Government ration. Many officers 
mess with their companies—that is to say—their strikers 
carry portions to the officers’ quarters and the officers 
contribute the value to the company fund. In my day a 
ration used to consist of: Beef or mutton, 20 ounces: or 
pork or bacon, 12; or dried fish, 14; or fresh fish, 18; 
flour, 18; soft bread, 18; hard bread, 16; corn meal, 20; 
beans or peas, 2 2-5; rice or hominy, 1 2-5; potatoes, 16, 
or potatoes, 12 4-5 and onions, 3 1-5. Coffee or tea, 
sugar or molasses, vinegar, salt, pepper, soap and baking 
powder ; also prunes. I suppose the ration is now more 
varied.” 

As the Army ration is now much more liberal and 
varied than it used to be, there is no reason why enlisted 
men should give the better part of their monthly pay for 
extra rations in the company, as our correspondent 
points out—if the rations are drawn properly and the 
cooks know how to prepare and save rations. Articles in 
daily papers which make it appear that enlisted men in 
the Army are “broke,” at the end of a month because they 
have spent so much of their pay for extra food, are not 
stating facts. 








WHY CANDIDATES WERE REJECTED. 

In an effort to discover why so many of the candidates 
for commissions at the Reserve Officers’ training camps 
failed before finishing the course, Prof. Wesley Peacock, 
of the Peacock Military College, of Texas, wrote to Brig. 
Gen. (then Colonel) W. S. Scott, U.S.A., commanding 
officer at Camp Funston, asking for the causes of so many 
dismissals and failures among the candidates. General 
Scott submitted the questions to the instructors at the 
camp and the reply of one of them, Lindsey Blayney, 
covered these causes so completely that Brig. Gen. H. P. 
McCain, The Adjutant General, quoted it practically in 
full in writing to Professor Peacock and also to C. E. 
Hyatt, president of the Pennsylvania Military College, as 
to the causes of the failure of so many candidates at the 
training camp to “make” commissions. Instructor Blay- 
ney’s letter reads as follows: 

“Perhaps the most glaring fault noted in aspirants to 
the Officers’ Reserve Corps and one that might be cor- 
rected by proper attention in our high schools, preparatory 
schools and colleges, might be characterized by the gen- 
eral word “slouchiness.” I refer to what might be termed 
a mental and physical indifference. I have observed at 
Camp Funston many otherwise excellent men who have 
failed because in our school system sufficient emphasis is 
not placed upon the avoidance of this mental and physical 
handicap. In the work of the better government military 
schools of the world, this slackness in thought, presenta- 
tion and bearing is not tolerated because the aim of all 
military training is accuracy. At Camp Funston and 
other military camps throughout the country mental alert- 
ness, accuracy in thinking and acting, clearness in 
enunciation, sureness and ease of carriage and bearing 
must be insisted upon for two reasons; that success may 
be assured as nearly as human effort can guarantee it 
with the material and means at hand, and that priceless 
human lives may not be criminally sacrificed. Only by 
the possession of the qualities referred to does one become 
a natural leader. At Camp Funston we must train 
leaders. 

“A great number of men have failed at Camp 
Funston because of inability to articulate clearly. A 
man who cannot impart his ideas to his command in clear, 
distinct language, and with sufficient volume of voice to 
be heard reasonably far is not qualified to give commands 
upon which human life will depend. Many men dis- 
qualified by this handicap might have become officers 
under their country’s flag had they been properly trained 
in school and college. It is to be hoped therefore that 
more emphasis will be placed upon the basic principles 
of-elocution in the training of our youth. Even without 
prescribed training in elocution a great improvement 
could be wrought by the instructors in our schools and 
colleges, regardless of the subject, insisting that all an- 
swers be given in a loud, clear, well rounded voice, which, 
of course, necessitates the opening of the mouth and free 
movement of the lips. It is remarkable how many excel- 
lent men suffer from this handicap, and how difficult and 
almost impossible it is to correct this after the formative 
years of life. , 

“In addition to this physical disability and slouchiness 
is what might be termed the slouchiness of mental atti- 
tude. Many men fail to measure up to the requirements 
set for our Officers’ Reserve because they have not been 
trained to appreciate the importance of accuracy in think- 
ing. Too many schools are satisfied with an approximate 
answer to a question. Little or no incentive is given to 
increased mental effort to co-ordinate one’s ideas and pre- 
sent them clearly and unequivocally. Insistence upon 
decision in thought and expression must never be lost 
sight of. This requires eternal vigilance on the part of 
every teacher. It is next to impossible for military in- 
structors to do much to counteract the negligence of 
schools in this regard. is again has cost many men 
their commissions at Camp Funston. Three months is too 
short a time in which to teach an incorrigible ‘beater- 
about-the-bush’ that there is but one way to answer a 
question, oral or written, and that is positively, clearly 
and accurately. The form of the oral answer in our 
schools should be made an important consideration in 
instruction. 

“I have further noted at Coup. Funston that even some 
of our better military schools have turned out products 


that while many of them may have thé bearing of a 
soldier in ranks, yet their carriage is totally different as 
soon as they ‘fall out.’ Schools, military and non-mili- 
tary, should place more insistence upon the bearing of 
pupils all the time. It should become a second nature 
with them to walk and carry themselves with the bearing 
of an officer and a gentleman. This again is a char- 
acteristic that cannot be acquired in a short time and, 
when coupled with other disqualifying elements, has miti- 
gated against the success of men here. 

“As a last important element that seems to me has been 
lacking in the moral and mental make-up of some of our 
students here is the characteristic of grit. Not that they 
would have proven cowardly in battle, necessarily, but 
some have exhibited a tendency to throw up the sponge 
upon the administration-of a severe rebuke or criticism. 
Their ‘feelings have been hurt’ and they ‘resign.’ They 
have never been taught the true spirit of subordinatiou. 
They are not ready for the rough edges of life. The true 
training school should endeavor to inculeate that in- 
domitable spirit that enables one to get out of self, to keep 
one’s eyes fixed upon the goal rather than upon the rough- 
ness of the path, to realize that one unable to rise above 
the hard knocks of discipline cannot hope to face with 
equanimity the tremendous responsibilities of the officer 
under modern conditions of warfare. This ideal of grit 
belongs in the school room as well as upon the campus.” 
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ORGANIZING GAS DEFENSE SERVICE. 

In order that it may make more efficient preparation 
toward supplying the gas masks and other equipment 
needed to protect our troops against the asphyxiating and 
poisonous gases they probably will meet on foreign battle- 
fields, the Army Medical Department is organizing a 
“Gas Defense Service.” In addition to assisting in the 
production and distribution of equipment, this service 
will include the necessary repair sections for overseas 
duty. A number of officers have been detailed to Fort 
Sill, Okla., for a special course in gas defense, the latest 
detachment to be placed under such orders including 
Capts. Felix E. Ashcroft, August A. Gossow, Rutherford 
B. Irones, Nevin D. Ponitus, Chelsea C. Pratt, Fred F. 
Sprague, John FE. Sweeney, and Henry C. Woltman, and 
ist Lieuts. William M. Bane, Carl L. Barnes, Bret Y. 
Bates, Francis S. Furman and Daniel Grant. 

The Surgeon General points out the needs of that ser- 
vice for competent enlisted personnel. About fifty men 
are wanted immediately who possess skill and experience 
in one or the other of the following lines of work: 
Mechanics, glass blowing, pipe fitting, electricity, car- 
pentering, blacksmithing and chemistry. In addition to 
these specially qualified men there is an opening for about 
100 men to do routine factory work. Those who are 
found qualified will be enlisted in the Sanitary Corps for 
the duration of the war, with the probability of service 
abroad in the near future. The pay is from $30 to 
a month, plus $3 to $7.20 a month for foreign service 
according to grade; and food, shelter, clothing, trans- 
portation, and medical care are provided by the Govern- 
ment in addition. 

Applicants for enlistment for this service should write 
to or call upon the officer in charge, Overseas Repair 
Section No. 1, Gas Defense Service, at Room 139, new 
-Interior Department Building, Eighteenth and F streets, 
N.W., Washington, D.C. Men registered for the draft 
may enlist in this service. Men already called for physi- 
cal examination may be assigned to the Gas Defense 
Service if they have special qualifications. 
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TECHNICAL TROOPS WANTED FQR FRANCE. 

The United States Corps of. Engineers is organizing 
for the National Army several engineering organizations 
to comprise not only skilled engineers, but also helpers 
and workers now associated with them in such oc¢upa- 
tions as: Water supply companies, surveying and map- 
ping, pioneer companies, railway construction, railway 
operating and railway shops quarrying, road building, 
construction (building trades), truck and wagon operat- 
ing, saw mill, mining, supply and shop work. 

At present there are being organized and enlistments 
are invited for the following: 20th Engineers, Forestry, 
at. American University, Washington, D.C.; 21st Engi- 
neers, Light Railway, at Rockford, Ill.; 23d Engineers, 
Highway, at Annapalis Junction, Md.; 25th Engineers, 
Construction, at Ayer, Mass. (less one company Camvu- 
flage); 25th Engineers, Construction, one company 
Camouflage, at American University, Washington, D.C.; 
26th Engineers, Supply and Water Supply, at Wrights- 
town, N.J. 

All applicants are enlisted only as privates; but such 
may soon advance as corporals and sergeants when found 
qualified. Married applicants must have the approval of 
regimental commanders. Applicants must have the same 
physical examination as any other recruits; when ac- 
cepted at the branch recruiting station they would be 
sent to the main office 266 Market street, Newark, N.J., 
the headquarters of Major J. E. Bloom, U.S.A., recruit- 
ing officer; and thence to Fort Slocum, N.Y., for medical 
examination, and thence forwarded to one of the above 
engineering organizations.

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CONSTRUCTING A CANTONMENT. 
Fort Oglethorpe, Ga. 

When word came that beautiful Chickamauga Park 
was to be converted into a camp for a division or prob- 
ably more of the Army, an estimate was made which 
resulted in the statement that probably 800 buildings . 
would be needed for the housing and messing of the 
men. Quarters were to be provided for 34,000 men. 
This would necessitate the erection of a city, with lights, 
water, sewerage and streets, along mili lines. The 
work has progressed with unheard of s and at the 
end of three months a town is formed, with all, t 
veniences a modern American soldier could wish, in- 
cluding picture shows and soft drink stands and a vaude- 
ville or so. 

About 1,500 men were employed on an average, to do 
this work and about 600 men were employed laying 
the pipe line, which is extended from eatnnouse, to 
the camp sites. Approximately twenty-five miles of pipe 
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was used, including the laterals, to convey the water to 
each camp, where it is fed into the kitchen and bath 
houses, and officers’ quarters. The water is pumped 
into two large steel tanks, with a capacity of 100, 
gallons each, and the contract with the water company 
allows for 36,500,000 gallons of water to be furnished 
per annum. 

Telegraph, telephone, bank and railroad buildings have 
been erected, in what is known as a civic center on Wil- 
der Field, with Young Men’s Christian Association 
buildings and a post office which handles all the mail 
for the camps. This office is a branch of the Chat- 
tanooga, Tenn., main office, twelve miles distant. Tree 
eutting was a serious question for several weeks after 
the construction was started, and the greatest care 
was exercised to save all the trees possible. Many of 
the buildings have been “staggard” to avoid the cutting 
ef trees, and a picturesque effect is obtained which was 
quite unexpected and pleasing. : { 

The buildings now number nearly 3,000, which in- 
clude bath houses, mess halls, barracks, etc., also offices, 
amusement buildings, store houses, and mess halls. At 
the present time there are-in this post and Chickamauga 
Park about 25,000 men, including the Officers’ Reserve 
Corps and the Medical Officers’ Training Camp. 
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CAMP ZACHARY TAYLOR. 
Camp Taylor, Louisville, Ky., Sept: 6, 1917. 

Aug. 23, 1917, found Camp Zachary Taylor at Louis- 
ville, Ky., ninety-five per cent. completed. On this date 
the chief of staff of the 84th Division, Lieut. Col. Lau- 
rence Halstead, arrived on the scene and began opera- 
tions. On Aug. 25 Gen. Wilbur FE. Wilder reported and 
assumed command. On the same day the following di- 
vision staff officers reported : Major W. Krueger, assistant 
chief of staff; Major Philip Mathews, division adjutant ; 
Lieut. Col. Frederick Van Duyne, division Q.M.; Major 
John J. Fulmer, division inspector; Lieut. Col. J. H. 
Allen, division surgeon; Col. W. Guthrie, division engi- 
neer: Colonel Crain, commander of trains; Major Turner, 
division ordnance officer. 

The same day the following field officers reported for 
duty and were immediately assigned to their regimental 
commands: Col. August C. Nissen and Lieut. Col. Oliver 
S. Eskridge, to 333d Inf.; Col. F. L. Knudsen, Lieut. Col. 
Theodore Schultz, Major W. H. Bell, 334th Inf.; Col. 
Lincoln F. Kilbourne, Lieut. Col. E. R. Gibson, Major 
Robert L. Collins, 335th Inf.; Col. Glenn H. Davis, Lieut. 
Col. George D. Arrowsmith, 336th Inf.; Col. Charles M. 
Bundel, Major Truby C. Martin, 325th Field Art.; Lieut. 
Col. W. F. Jones. Major Sieugmund, 325th Field Art. ; 
Col. F. E. Johnston, Lieut. Col. J. B. W. Corey, 527th 
Field Art. 

These arrangements having been made, maps were pro- 
eured of Indiana, Southern Illinois and Kentucky and 
the various organizations of the division carved out of 
eontiguous counties and districts located thereon, the 
draft quota of each county and district being noted on 
said maps. The data thus secured in graphic form was 
the. drafted into a general order of draft quota assign- 
ments, which was completed about Aug. 28. On Aug. 29 
1,200 Reserve officers reported from training camps, and 
before the expiration of that day had all been assigned 
to regularly constituted organizations of the 84th Di- 
vision. 

Arrangements were immediately perfected for receiv- 
ing the draft quotas. For distributing purposes three 
ebutes were built, one for Illinois, one for Indiana and 
one for Kentucky. Each chute had one entrance and as 
many exits as there were organizations carved out of the 
draft quotas of that state. A distributing officer was to 
be stationed at each chute, equipped with a list of the 
counties of the state assigned to that chute, each exit is 
marked with an organization name. Upon arrival of the 
draft quota of a particular county or district, the dis- 
tributing officers need only look up the county from which 
these men hail to be able to direct them into the chute 
marked with the name of the organization to which this 
particular quota was assigned. At the exit of this or- 
ganization chute a representative of said organization re- 
ceives the qucta and takes it immediately to the canton- 
ment assigned to it, colored men being weeded out at this 
point and sent to a separate distributing station, where 
they are received by their organization commander. This 
system was very carefully worked out beforehand and put 
in operation on Sept. 5, when the first quota of drafted 
men arrived. It worked without a hitch. 

Meanwhile arrangements had been made for quartering 
and feeding the quotas upon arrival. In each regiment 
and separate unit one mess of competent cooks and at- 
tendants was established and rations and mess equipment 
laid down. As the number of men increase in any one of 
these units, these messes will be expanded into battalion 
messes and finally expanded again until they become com- 
pany messes. 

All officers have been working with a will and the co- 
operation of these officers, without a single exception, is 
a pleasure to watch. No one seems to have considered 
what he himself wants, but only the one thing, will it 
help things along? If, so, he is for the scheme, and puts 
his shoulder to the wheel to make it a success. 
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BASEBALL GAME AT FORT ROOTS. 

An unusually interesting game of Army baseball, 
played at Little Rock, Ark., on Sept. 3, is thus amus- 
ingly described in the Arkansas Gazette of Sept. 4: 

“For the first time in the history of baseball and of 
the United States Army, two brigadier generals ‘crossed 
bats’ yesterday afternoon, when a team of the 174th 
Brigade, 87th Division National Army, ‘captained’ by 
Brig. Gen. W. F. Martin, took Brig. Gen. R. C. Van 
Viiet’s 173d Brigade team to a 4 to 3 defeat on the 
Fort Roots diamond. Of no less prominence is the fact 
that two enlisted men of the Quartermaster Corps acted 
as umpires. At the opening of the game the spec- 
tators were curious to know how the discrepancy in 
rank between the umpires and players—all the players 
were commissioned officers—would be bridged. There 
was considerable speculation as to whether it would be 
considered necessary for the umpires to observe mili- 
tary formalities in their decisions, which would in- 
volve a trip from the pitcher’s box by the ‘buck’ umpire, 
a salute and a report standing at attention, thus: 
“General Martin’s compliments to General Van Vliet, 
and Colonel Humphrey having struck three times, sir, 
is ont sir.’ An alternative would be to make the an- 
nouncement by military correspondence, as per this: 

“*From: Brigadier General Van Vliet, 173d Inf. Brig., 
U.S.N.A. To: Brigadier General Martin, 174th Inf. 
Brig.. U.S.N.A. Subject: Cutting bases. 

‘1. It is officially reported te these headquarters that 


Major McLauren in passing second base, en route to 
third base, transportation having been duly furnished 
by virtue of a home run, see G.O. No. 13746822, failed 
to touch such base in transit. 

“*2..Major McLauren is, therefore, out. 3. Please 
issue order to this effect. (Signed) Van Vliet, Brig- 
adier General Commanding 173d Inf. Brig., U.S.N.A. 
Humphrey, Colonel Adjutant.’ ” 

“However, to conserve the umpire’s feet and to save 
time no formalities were observed, and ‘Yer o-u-t-t-t” 
was yelled as ferociously as the occasion demanded. No 
casualties occurred, although Majer General Sturgis 
played safety first by rejecting a proposal to engage 
Captain Harris as umpire. Captain Harris at present 
is the only aid on the general’s staff. The features of 
the game, home runs, three-base hits, etc., are omitted, 
because it is not known whether they are prohibited 
under the censorship rules as troop movements. —

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A NEW CIPHER. 

What its originator believes to be a thoroughly work- 
able and yet indecipherable cipher, which may be of 
substantial value either to the Army or to the Navy, 
has been devised by J. F. Springer, of New York city. 
We give below a sample passage in this new cipher. Ex- 
perts who read these lines are invited by Mr. Springer 
to try their hands at deciphering it. It is permissible to 
say that the passage is in English. 

The general system under which this cipher has been 
written, it is stated, is of such a character that an in- 
numerable number of sub-systems can be arranged so 
that the parties in agreement with any one sub-system 
can carry on intercourse without fear of those cogni- 
zant of other sub-systems. Under any one sub-system, 
the cipher may be changed from message to message 
without re-consultation. In the present case, the 
figures at the beginning inform the recipient how to 
proceed with the decipherment. No code book or other 
paraphernalia are required—nothing but pencil and 
paper. The system is suited to. wireless transmission. 
Those who think that no indecipherable ciphers exist 
have an opportunity to justify their belief by decipher- 
ing the following passage:

NATIONAL GUARD PROMOTION PLAN. 


A memorandum relative to appointment and promotion 
of officers in National Guard organizations drafted into 
Federal service has been prepared by Lieut. John W. 
Frost, 47th Regiment, N.Y. Inf., N.G., assistant to offi- 
cer in charge of Militia affairs at headquarters Eastern 
Department, Governors Island, N.Y. Following are ex- 
tracts from the memorandum. 








It is believed that the adoption of the principle of 
seniority in the: National Guard Army, if accompanied 
by a firm exercise of the President’s autLority in remov- 
ing inefficient officers, would be of immense advantage in 
the work of building up a thoroughiy efficient military 
ferce. The present emergency and the draft of the Na- 
tional Guard as a whole into the Federal service, thus 
putting the control of appointments and promotions en- 
tirely in the hands of the President, offers a complete 
opportunity for adopting, in the National Guard Army, 
the principle of seniority as it exists in the Regular 
Army. 

itis suggested that a lineal list te prepared in each 
arm, department and corps, of the National Guard Army, 
authorities of each state to certify to the dates of rank 
and to the relative rank of officers in National Guard 
organizations of that state. All vacancies up to and in- 
cluding the grade of lieutenant colonel in each arm, de- 
partment and aoepe, to be filled by promotion of the 
senior officer in the next lower grade in the National 
Guard Army, in that arm, department or corps. Vac«n- 
cies in staff corps and departments, in the discretion of 
the President, to be filled. by detail of line officers, or 
by promotion of senior officer in next lower grade in 
that department. 7 

Appointments to grades higher than lieutenant colonel 
would not be by seniority, but by the President in his 
diseretion from commissioned personnel of the National 
Guard Army; appointments to grades higher than colonel 
by and with advice and consent of the Senate. 

An equitable system might also be adopted, under 
which officers who are graduates from approved military 
schools would be: promoted a certain number of files 
in the lineal list by reason of such graduation. Similarly 
officers should be reduced in the lineal list by reason of 
sentence of court-martial, failure to pass examinations, 
er similar reasons. 

Appointments to second lieutenant Avould be from the 
enlisted personnel, subject. to certain exceptions in the 
technical branches. The relative rank would be in ac- 
cordance with their grade on examination for appoint- 
ment. 

One advantage of this plan is that the detailing of an 
officer away from his regiment on _—_ duty would not 
interfere with his opportunities for promotion, as he 


would retain his relative rank and be entitled to premo- 
tion in the order of seniority. One objection is that offi- 


cers from one state would be placed in command of 
troops from another. ‘This it is believed is really an ad- 
vantage, as it would tend to more thorough training of 
the officer and to increase his efficiency by reason of the 
variety of conditions under which he would serve. 
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THE ARMY UNIFORM. 


To THE Epirok oF THE ARMY AND Navy JouRNAL: 

Now that the excitement caused by the proposed change 
in the service coat has cleared off, it would be well to say 
a word for the future as regards the uniform of the U.S. 
Army. It seems that the tendency has always been to 
ape some of the European armies when thinking of de- 
signing a suitable uniform. This, I believe, does not 
speak well for the boasted originality and ingenuity of 
the Yankees, and causes much criticism within the 
Service. 

The writer believes that the idea followed in designing 
the West Point uniform should be followed, i.e., build up 
the figure by means of suitable. physical exercises and 
mold the uniform to the body. For field uniforms, I would 
suggest that the necessary fullness be given for comfort 
without changing the general design. 
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IN PRAISE OF THE RESERVE OFFICER. 
Camp Dix, Wrightstown, N.J. 
To THE Epiror OF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

We have read in your columns recently a very unfair 
criticism of the Reserve officer, written by some officer 
of the Regular Army, and based probably upon some un- 
pleasant experience. My experience with the Reserve 
officers has been most pleasant and I have found, almost 
without exception, that they are keen to attain the high- 
est standards of efficiency that we have established for 
them. No ideal has been too high for them to attempt to 
live up to, and no amount of work has made them ready 
to quit. The Reserve officers that I have known have 
always been close and attentive understudies of us in the 
Regular Service, praising our work and trying to emu- 
late our performances. 

The class of material from which the Reserve officers 

have been made is the best in the country, and if they 
make mistakes the fault lies in one or both of the fol- 
lowing : Poor instruction and example or lack of time 
in which to learn. We in the Regular Service have been 
given the great honor of selecting these gentlemen to 
serve with us and if we have made a few mistakes, it is 
not to be wondered at. For the first time in the history 
of our country, the Government has set about procuring 
officers for its great Armies in a businesslike way, leay- 
ing their selection and training to the officers of the 
Regular Army. If our work has been poorly done in 
some instances, don’t blame the Reserve officer. 
.- We have a common enemy to wrestle with now and we 
are all one great Army of the United States with the 
same blood in our veins, the same interests at stake 
and a common object in view; the time has come for 
personal consideration to disappear in favor of national 
interest.

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MEAGRE SERVICE PAY. 
To THE Epitor oF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

Having noted in a recent issue an article under head- 
ing, “A Living Wage for Officers,” I write to draw at- 
tention to the fact that Navy officers, as well as those 
of the Army, are struggling to get along on their 
meagre pay. It seems to me that it would be a better 
idea for Congress to increase the pay of officers of all 
branches of the Service instead of giving them com- 
mutation when on foreign service. 

Since Service pay was increased—nearly ten years 
ago—prices have doubled and, in many instances, 
trebled, so that an officer with any family at all can 
do no more than just live on the small pay allowed him 
by this @evernment. If a Navy officer’s wife wishes to 
see anything «f her husband she must expend a goodly 
portion of her allowance on railroad fares (which are 
far from inexpensive) and usually has to live in cneap 
hotels and boarding houses—she has no money with 
which to clothe herself and children, as the Service de 
mands expensive uniforms, which eat up the amount al- 
lowed by the average family for clothing. 

_ Hasn’t the Service any friends in Congress who will 
introduce a bill providing for an increase in pay—in 
that way showing part appreciation of the men who 
stand ready at all times to sacrifice themselves for 
e of country?

THE CONTRACT SURGEONS. 

TO THE Eprtor OF THE ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 

In the Journal of the American Medical Association 
ef May 26, I read that up to May 17, 4,224 men had 
been recommended for commission in the Medical Re- 
serve Corps, and that at that time but 1,773 had ac 
cepted, leaving 2,451 who did not accept. This is edify- 
ing but not surprising to those who responded to the eall 
in 1898. When a physician gives up his practice for 
temporary service in the Army, he is more than likely to 
find himself without any patients on his return to civil 
life, and possibly excluded from any positions he may 
have occupied. This I know from experience, and my 
experience has been that of others also. In 1898, I held 
a hospital appointment, was instructor in a Medieal 
School, and was associated in practice with a prominent 
surgeon. Through a patriotic impulse I surrendered 
everything and joined the Army as a contract surgeon 
with an expeditionary force. Upon my return to the 
United States, several years later, I realized that I had 
been away too long to be a hero, and much too long to 
retain my practice. Therefore, let no one be surprised 
that physicians hesitate to accept a commission that 
may result in eventual financial distress should they be 
fertunate enough to survive the risks of the Service. 

The Medical Corps is apparently desirous of obtain- 
ing only young men to fill its ranks, and has no little 
difficulty in attracting them, if one is to judge by the 
numerous -appeals which fill the columns of all the 
medical journals. The have possibly heard of the ex- 
perience of the veterans of 1898. The Medical Corps, 
however, has at hand some good material which it bas 
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long overlooked; the old. contract surgeons and the 
M.R.C. officers of 1908. These men have been in most 
instances excluded from the Medical Corps on account 
of age, and only those are eligible for commission who 
began their contract service below the age of twenty- 
seven. Why this arbitrary ruling? It has_ resulted 
in the exclusion of experienced men who have been 
performing faithful duty for years without any hope of 
reward or even of fair treatment in their old age. 

Quite recently an attempt has been made to draw them 
into the fold, but here again obstacles have been placed 
in their way. With but a few days warning, they were 
made to face examination questions that only recent 
graduates should reasonably be expected to answer 
fully. To give the same examination to young men 
fresh from college and to older ones who graduated 
twenty or more years ago, is unfair to the latter. To 
insist on a low age limit at this time as a condition for 
admission to the Medical Corps seems unwise, for it does 
not take into consideration the heavy mortality that 
marks the war we are about to engage in. In the bat- 
tle of the Somme alone, 400 medical officers were lost, and 
statistics show that the mortality of medical officers is 
greater in proportion to that of the infantry in spite of 
the fact that medical officers are classed as non-combat- 
ants. 

Therefore, I desire to invite the attention of those 
who are interested in the Medical Corps, to the fact that 
there are a few old time contract surgeons who are lack- 
ing a few months only of being able to perform thirty 
vears service before reaching the age of sixty-four. 
These men have been tried and found efficient, and it 
seems to me that legislation should be invoked to take 
them into the Medical Corps, in spite of this obstacle, 
in view of the fact that the Medical Corps is in great 
need of officers at once, and that it is certain that many 
»f us will never live to reach retiring age unless there 
is a decided falling off in the mortality incidental to this 
war.

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CLUBS FOR THE SERVICES. 

The first branch -of the National Service Club for 
Sailors and Soldiers will be opened on Sept. 15 in New 
York city, the clubhouse and funds for the first year of 
operation having been donated by the Harvard Club of 
that city. It is expected that this branch will rapidly 
acquire a large membership, since no less than 120,000 
soldiers will be stationed or encamped near the metro- 
polis within a few weeks. Perhaps eight per cent., or 
nearly 10,000 men, will be on what the sea service knows 
as the “liberty list’ every day. Other branches are 
being planned for New York and for other sections where 
they will be convenient to cantonments and camps. 

The clubhouse of Branch No. 1 will be a three-story 
building on the northeast corner of Thirty-third street 
aud Seventh avenue, close to the Pennsylvania Station. 





The organization favors buildings near railroads and boat 
terminals so that the thousands of soldiers constantly 


passing through the city during the war will have a 
convenient place to make their temporary _ headquarters. 
The ground floor of the new club, which will probably be 
a model for others to be opened, will be a general infor- 
mation bureau. It will also have a cafeteria and a loung- 
ing room. On the second floor there will be reading rooms 
and a writing room. The top floor will have a few bed- 
rooms. The -first club will be managed by Roland 
Haynes, representing the Harvard Club. The financial 
affairs of the club will be in the hands of Jerome D. 
Green, of the banking firm of Lee, Higginson and Com- 
pany. The entertainment features of the club will be 
held under the direction of Harvey P. Vaughn, a Colum- 
bia University man, who has had experience in this work. 

Capt. H. W. McCauley, C.A.C., U.S.A., writes from 
Atlanta, Ga., that the Rotary Club of that city has 
opened a large free writing and reading room for all 
members of the United Services, whether enlisted or 
commissioned. It is in the heart of the business section 
of Atlanta, on the ground floor of the Healey building, 
corner of Forsyth and Poplar streets, immediately op- 
posite the Federal building. There are desk accom- 
modations for fifty people to write at once. The Rotary 
Club supplies free, and liberally, everything necessary 
for the letters home except the thoughts. As there are 
now three thousand officers and a considerable number 
of men of the National. Guard at Camp Gordon, in the 
Suburbs of Atlanta, and as within a short time the 
troops will number about forty thousand, it is evident 
that soon the accommodations provided by the Rotary 


Club will be used to their elastic limit by the men when 
in Atlanta. On the walls of the writing room, which is 
very large and light and cheerful, are placards with the 
following: “Loyalty—first to country, then to home. To 
cheer those who cannot serve as you serve, but whose 
hearts are with you, write a letter home.” This prac- 
tical display of patriotic help to the Service is under the 
direction of a special committee of the Rotary Club, of 
which Mr. Willis Timmons is president. Rev. G. W. 
Carroll, a retired Baptist clergyman, is the resident 
manager of the writing and reading room. 
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PROGRESS OF THE WAR IN EUROPE. 
(Summarized from reports Sept. 7-13.) 
OPERATIONS SUBSIDE ON WESTERN FRONT. 


On the part of the Allies the past week in France and 
Belgium has been marked by less activity than any simi- 
lar period in several months. While this does not neces- 
sarily mean that the prospects for farther larger opera- 
tions during the present season have come to an end, it 
indicates a policy of caution and deliberation on the 
Allied side, for which several reasons may be mentioned. 
September has brought a shortening of the daylight hours 
during which the work oi the artillery can be carried on. 
The reduced effectiveness of the main offensive arm mili- 
tates increasingly against the success of offensive of the 
type carried out in the previous months, as the season 
advances. The secondary purpose of offensives in this 
area, to engage Teuton forces that might otherwise be 
dispatched to the Italian or Russian fronts, no longer 
exerts the influence on the policy of the French and Brit- 
ish command that it exerted a few weeks ago, since the 
struggle on the Isonzo has apparently reached its full 
height, and the advance of the Germans on the Baltic 
coast is likely to meet with a natural obstacle within the 
next few weeks as the weather there begins to operate 
against a war of movement. The weather in France and 
Belgium, which has hindered the operations on several 
occasions since the end of July, is likely to prove a handi- 
cap of greater severity when the autumn rains arrive. 
The task of wearing down the Teuton forces can be 
prosecuted by other means than the violent, smashing 
offensives which have proved serviceable to this end dur- 
ing the summer campaign. The prospect of strong Amer- 
ican participation in 1918 affords a farther inducement to 
the Western Allies not to press the foe unduly until 
they have the co-operation of an extra force which may 
be expected to enable them to attain greater destructive- 
ness without proportionately increased loss on their own 
side. With due regard for these considerations, several 
objectives remain within possible early reach which the 
Allies greatly desire to obtain, particularly Lens, where 
the German hold is maintained with difficulty, and the 
areas north of Ypres and of Verdun, where the advance of 
the Allied fronts would in each case greatly impair the 
important portions of the German front adjoining. 

Both French and British continued their progress in 
most of the areas of recent offensive pressure, though on 
a reduced scale. On the front between St. Quentin and 
Cambrai, where the British renewed their advance on a 
small scale during the latter part of August, they made 
their most important gains of the week in a farther series 
of attacks. The front of this offensive lies east of the 
villages of Hargicourt and Villeret, situated about a 
mile and a half apart and about eight miles northwest 
of St. Quentin. At Villeret the British are within two 
miles of the route from St. Quentin to Cambrai at Belli- 
court. A movement to this road would enable them to 
flank its southerly stretch and would lay it open to danger 
of occupation thus giving the British a firm hold on the 
north side of the city similar to that the French have 
maintained since spring on the south side. The British 
Northumberland troops captured 600 yards of the oppos- 
ing front, to the southeast of Villeret, on Sept. 9. after 
withstanding German attempts to drive them out, they 
gained another 400 yards of front two days later. Around 
Lens fighting by small units continued, the Canadians op- 
posing the defenders with particular vigor in the neigh- 
borhood of the Green Crassier on the southwest face of 
the Lens front. Sustaining a local reverse in the Ypres 
area, the British suffered some loss of ground north of 
Frezenburg on Sept. 7. MRefraining from attempts to 
advance their own front in this area, they harassed the 
German lines here and elsewhere by raiding parties, bom- 
bardments of gas shells and airplane bombing expeditions. 

The French offensive north of Verdun made now prog- 
ress on Sept. 7 and 8. An assault east of Bezonvaux put 
the French in possession of a portion of the Chaumes 
wood. For a while they occupied the village of Ornes. 

Driven from here by a counter-attack on the 9th, they 
held their gains or re-established them at other points. 
Besides taking about 500 prisoners they caused heavy 
casualties to the Germans, who tried in vain to storm 
Hill 344. In Champagne, the French transferred their 
activities to the area east of the recent fighting and 
earried out a strong raid between St. Hilaire and St. 
Souplet. After penetrating as far as the German third 
line, they withdrew to their old positions. The neigh- 
borhood of this raid adjoins the Moronvillers area, situ- 
ated to the west, where the struggle for the Champagne 
heights was waged in June and July. 

The British and French airmen are increasing their 
activity in bombing points of military importance at the 
German reer, while the German airmen have reacted with 
bombing parties against Dunkirk and French coast 
points including ‘hospitals, one of them Harvard Base 
Hospital No. 5. 


RESULTS OF ISONZO BATTLE. 





By bringing new forces to bear the Austrians were 
able between Sept. 5 and 7 to retain their hold on Mount 
San Gabriele northeast of Gorizia, checking the Italian 
attacks at this point at the moment when its capture 
seemed imminent. As a result of the Italians’ failure to 
seize the mountain, the whole recent offensive of Cadorna 
north of Gorizia failed of attaining the designed strategic 
success. The mountain, retained by the Austrians, re- 
mained as a barrier to the formation of a strong and 
united Italian front east of the Isonzo, and left the 
Italians with two unconnected forces, the one to the 
north of San Gabriele, on the Bainsizza plateau, the other 
to the south of the mountain, in the Carso region. The 
Italians, though lacking the necessary preponderance to 
carry the San Gabriele position, continued their assaults 
against it with considerable loss, according to the Vienna 
reports, until Sept. 7. On that day the Austrians re- 
inforeed with their own and Turkish divisions from the 
eastern front, launched a double counter-offensive at San 
Gabriele and on the southern Carso. 

The Austrian counter was locally successful in both 
regions. On San Gabriele, according to the reports from 
Vienna, the Italians were thrust back some distance down 
the northern slope. On the Carso the Austrians claimed 
to have recovered all the ground gained previously by 
their adversaries on the western edge of the Hermada 
heights, in the neighborhod of Brestovizza. To the north 


of this area the Italians were able to maintain their line 
running through Castagnevizza, Korite and Selo, gained 
in the attacks of last month. The Austrian effort the 
north failed to put an end to the assaults on San Ga- 
briele, which, however, held out for the time being. 

_As a result of the latest phase of the Isonzo opera- 
tions, the progress of the Italian offensive suffered at 
least a temporary check. It remains for Cadorna to at- 
tain a strong line to the east of San Gabriele before he 
can increase the extensiom of the southern end of this 
front in the direction of Trieste. He has nonetheless 
greatly increased the strength of the nortkern end of the 
front by the occupation of Monte Santo and the Bain- 
sizza plateau, while his present position renders the re- 
tention of San Gabriele mounjain by the Austrians a 
matter of continued difficulty. The Italian troops stood 
off a further counter-attack on San Gabriele on Sept. 11, 
retaining a line which runs, according to the Rome report, 
westward from a point close to the summit and southward 
past the village of Santa Caterina. 


CIVIL WAR AND INVASION IN RUSSIA. 

The Russian capital was in the peculiar position this 
week of being threatened simultaneously by a» German 
army advancing from Riga and a Russian insurgent 
force under General Korniloff, approaching from Pskov 
and points on the Russian front. Korniloff's opposition 
to the Petrograd government was inspired by his avowed 
purpose to restore military system in the armies of Rus- 
sia and to counteract the disorganization to which the 
fighting forces had been subjected under the direction of 
the radical revolutionaries holding the political powers. 
Holding the office of commander-in-chief and-exerting a 
powerful influence among the more efficient elements in 
the army, particularly the Cossacks, Korniloff sent a 
Summons on Sept. 8 to the provisional government to 
abdicate. Kerensky, the leader of the government, is- 
sued an order removing Korniloff from command, and 
summoned troops from Kronstadt, the seaport of Petro- 
grad, and from Viboy in Finland to defend the capital 
Cossack and Asiatic troops in sympathy with Korniloff 
moved rapidly eastward from the region of Pskov in 
an effort to take the capital by surprise. By Sept. 12 
they had advanced as far as Luga, where they engaged 
government troops within eighty miles of the city, while 
Cossack parties further north penetrated, according to 
dispatches, to points within thirty-five miles of the city. 
The commanders of the Russian armies at the front for 
the most part showed intentions of abstaining from the 
civil conflict for the time being, and continued to oppose 
the Teutons. Petrograd announced on Sept. 13 the sur- 
render of a division of Korniloff’s Mohammedan troops, 
which had advanced as far as Tsarskoe Selo, a suburb 
of Petrograd, only to lay down their arms without a 
fight. (Later official reports from Petrograd, Sept. 14, 
stated that Korniloff intended to surrender to Gen- 
eral Alexieff on the evening of Sept. 14.) The conditions 
that proyoked the determination of the commander-in-chief 
to oppose the political authorities, as set forth in his state- 
ments, were the same to which we have frequently made 
reference, and which included the breakdown of military 
discipline involved in the democratization of the Russian 
armies, with the resulting unwillngness of the troops ta 
oppose the enemy. / 

The German advance from Riga in the meantime slack- 
ened its pace, At Zegevold, where the German forces 
eame into’ contact with the Russian rear guard, some 
thirty-five miles beyond Riga, desultory engagements con- 
tinued for several days. The Teutons, moving forward 
on the road to Pskov engaged the Russians at Burnetsk 
on Sept. 9. In the meantime German engineers busied 
themselves throwing bridges across the Livonian Aa river, 
which barred the way to the advance of the left flank 
up the coast region. These steps were indicative of the 
possibility of a continuation of the advance in the direc- 
tion of Petrograd, but the slackening of the German pace 
gave rise to doubt whether the advance, which has but a 
few weeks Of favorable weather remaining for its comple- 
tion, was to be attempted. The direct road to Petrograd 
runs northeastward for a distance up the left bank of the 
Livonian Aa to Vendun. On this road the German ad- 
vanced posts, under attack from Russian forces, were 
withdrawn from Moritzberg and Neukarpen on Sept. 12. 
The Russians at the front were thrown forward in strong 
attacks in the Riga region as elsewhere, in the apparent 
purpose of checking any disposition on the German’ side 
to extract advantage from the internal Crisis. 

In Rumania the Teuton offensive continued on a di- 
minished scale. In the Radautz valley and west of 
Ocna, Teutons attacked the Rumanian and Russian forces, 
gaining slight local successes. The efforts of Mackensen 
to force his way farther up the west bank of the Mol- 
davian Sereth river were interrupted. On the northern 
Rumanian front, where the Teuton advance ceased early 
in August, the situation was unchanged, but in Buko- 
vina, adjoining the Rumanian frontier, Russian forces 
delivered attacks at Solka and east of Kimpolung on 
Sept. 10. 

OTHER THEATERS OF WAR. 


In Macedonia the French attacked the Bulgars in the 
Monastir region and captured two villages west of Malik. 
according to the Berlin report of Sept. 9. In Turkey and 
Persia no important developments were announced. 

The defenders of German East Africa, who held out 
in part of their territory against last year’s campaign, 
have been attacked by the British and Portuguese on 
their southern border. They were driven from Mponda 
on the Rovuona river on Sept. 8, according to a Londoa 
announcement, and havé been expelled from Portuguese 
territory south of the river.

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NOTES OF THE WAR. 
A German submarine, seriously damaged, arrived at 
Cadiz, Spain, Sept. 10-convoyed by a Spanish torpedo- 
boat. It was ordered interned for the war. 


An Italian official statement of Sept. 10, 1917, an- 
nounces the sinking at Pola on Sept. 9 by Italian air- 
planes of one Austrian submarine and one cargo boat 
loaded with food and munitions. 

The sinking of the Italian warship Umberto I, a con- 
verted cruiser, by striking a mine, while convoying mer- 
chant vessels through the Mediterranean Sea recently, .is 
reported. 

The British Admiralty’s weekly report on losses of 
merchant ships through submarines and mines issued on 
Sept. 12 reads: Arrivals, 2,744; sailings, 2,868. British 
merchant vessels sunk by mine or submarine of over 
1,600 tons, including one previously, twelve; under 1,600 
tons, including one previously, six. British merchant 
vessels attacked unsuccessfully, including three previ- 
ously, twelve. British fishing vessels sunk, four. The 
French report for the week ay ges 9 shows that 
one French vessel of more than 1, tons and five ves- 
sels under 1,600 tons were sunk by mines or submarines. 
Two fishing craft also were sent to the bottom. Unsuc-

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RECENT DEATHS. 


Brig. Gen. Thomas J. Stewart, The Adjutant General 
ef Pennsylvania for twenty-two years, and formerly 
national commander-in-chief of the Grand Army of the 
Republic, died suddenly at Harrisburg, Pa., Sept. 11, 
1917. He was well known as a most efficient officer. 
He had handled all the details throughout the mobiliza- 
tion of the National Guard and its transfer to Federal 
Service and literally died on duty. He was born near 
Belfast, Ireland, Sept. 11, 1848, but was brought to 
this country when less than a year old. General Stew- 
art attended every encampment of the National Guard, 
division and brigade for more than forty-five years. He 
was president of the National Guard Association of the 
United States. When sixteen years old General Stew- 
art enlisted as private in the 138th Penn. Volun- 
teers, during the Civil War. Since 1868 he had been an 
officer in the Penn. National Guard. He was Sec- 
retary of Internal Affairs of Pennsylvania from 1886 
to 1895, and since 1895 has been The Adjutant General 
of the National Guard. 

The Navy Department has been advised of ‘the death 
of Ensign Harold M. Meyers, U.S.N., on the U.S.S. 
Solace, Sept. 8, 1917. He was born at Axemann, Pa., 
Nov. 9, 1892, and entered the Naval Academy as a 
midshipman from the Fifteenth Congressional District 
of Pennsylvania on June 23, 1911. He was appointed 
an ensign in the Navy on June 5, #915, and was serv- 
ing on duty on the U.S.S. North Dakota at the time of 
his death.

MARYLAND GORRESPONDENCE SCHOOL, UNION BRIDGE, MB. 
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THE STAFF SITUATION. 
Conjecture as to whether Major Gen. Hugh L. Scott 


is to remain as Chief of Staff after Sept 22, when he 
reaches the statutory age for retirement, is yet without 
the basis of an official statement. Before leaving for his 
tour of Army camps in the West the Secretary of War 
specifically declined to say what course was contem- 
plated. The impression in Washington is that General 
Scott will be placed on the retired list but will be asked 
to continue on active duty with detail to some special 


work. In this event Major Gen. Tasker H. Bliss, As- 
sistant Chief of Staff, who has been acting as head of 
the corps since the departure of the Root Mission to 
Russia, may be appointed pro tempore, though he, too, 
will reach the age of retirement in a few weeks. The 
interesting fact has become known that General Scott 
has not actively resumed the duties of his office since his 
return to Washington. Major Gen. Joseph BE. Kuhn, 
until recently head of the War College Division, con- 
tinues to be mentioned prominently as the next Chief 
of Staff. The only other “guess” in this connection men- 
tions the name of Major Gen. Thomas H. Barry. 


STAFF CORPS PROMOTIONS. 


Far from being the cause of the delay in Staff 
Corps promotions, the Secretary of War has gone on 
record as being enthusiastically in favor of such recog- 
nition; this not only from a standpoint of simple just- 
tice, but because the officers who will be affected deserve 
and should have promotion for their abilities and as a 
mark of appreciation for labors performed. A memo- 
randum over the Secretary’s signature has been sent 
to the head of each staff bureau and Cepartment di- 
recting that each of these officers have prepared im- 
mediately a draft of such’ legislation as he deems ex- 
pedient or necessary in order that staff promotions may 
be consummated as quickly as possible. The various 
drafts will be reviewed by Mr. Baker, who will then 
instruct the Judge Advocate General to prepare a final 
draft to be placed before Congress with the strongest 
recommendation from the War Department for 
diate action. Mr. Baker’s memorandum contains an 
appreciation of the labors of the Staff Corps, the lan- 
guage of which is unusual in its superlative phrases. 
The Secretary states that he believes that “all progress” 
made up to this date in military preparation is the re- 
sult of the efficiency of the officers on duty with the 
Staff Corps and of their uncomplaining attention to 
duty under the discomforting conditions which have 
prevailed. He warmly compliments the officers con- 
cerned for the unbroken list of successes to their credit. 

The legislation to be submitted to Congress undoubt- 
edly will include a provision raising the rank of the 
heads of the staff corps and departments. The Ad- 
jutant General, the Judge Advocate General, the Quar- 
termaster General, the Surgeon General, the Chief of 
Engineers, the Chief of Ordnance, the Chief Signal 
Officer, and probably the Chief of the Bureau of In- 
sular Affairs, will be officers with the rank of major 
general. This provision will be inserted as the basis 
of the remedial legislation designed to equalize promo- 
tion in the line and staff. The rank of the Quartermaster 
teneral is already fixed by law at major general, while 
rank of the Surgeon General is major general during 
the tenure of presentincumbent. In the memorandum re- 
ferred to above, Secretary Baker intimctes that the 
line has received practically all the recognition for 
which it asked. 

Citing only the case of The Adjutant General of the 
Army as an example, it will be seen that promotion 
of staff corps chiefs is really necessary from the stand- 
point of military efficiency. Brig. Gen. Henry P. Me- 
Cain has borne upon his shouders a large part of the 
burden caused by the increase of the Army from a 
scarce 90,000 to more than 2,000,000. He is now in 
the anomalous position, as a brigadier general, of is- 
suing orders to more than two score major generals, at 
least one of whom was a subordinate in The Adjutant 
General's office less than six weeks ago. The proposal 
that staff chiefs receive increased rank is not a new 
one, it should be said. Early in the present session of 
Congress the Secretary of War recommended that they 
be raised to the rank of major general. This recom- 
mendation was not favorably considered by Congress 
at that time, but it is believed that no opposition will 
be met when it is again sent to the Committee on Mili- 
tary Affairs. Certainly the necessity for providing staff 
promotion is obvious both from considerations of the ef- 
ficiency of our military establishment and of justice te 
the individual officer.

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Members of the Maryland Congressional delegation are 
pushing their efforts to block the plans of the War De 
partment to acquire Kent Island, Md., for conversion 
into a much needed artillery and ordnance proving ground. 
Senator Smith and Representative Price, both of Mary- 
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land, are reported to have prepared resolutions providing 
that no part of the $100,000,000 emergency appropria- 
tion be used for the purchase of the site selected. Secre- 
tary Baker, when approached on the subject, reiterated 
his former promise that Kent Island would not be taken 
ynless military exigencies demanded such action. The 
Ordnance Department in the meantime is looking for two 
additional sites for proving grounds, the prime requisite 
peing that they shall measure at least fifteen miles in one 
direction.

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GENERAL STAFF MINUS ITS OLD OFFICERS. 

The ill-conceived policy—or was it the lack of one?— 
which has resulted in the General Staff Corps of the 
Army being stripped of practically every officer with 
experience in the detailed and very important work pass- 
ing through that division of the War Department is 
causing much anxiety among thoughtful men who, after 
their Country, have the good of the Service nearest 
their hearts. Already a situation is developing which, 
even to the casual observer, seems to spell costly con- 
fusion; to the expert it seems to threaten eventual chaos. 
In the General Staff Corps to-day as assistants to the 
able officers at its head there remain only two of the men 
who aided in the great constructive work which pre- 
pared our small military machine for the task of as- 
similating the results of the Selective Service Act. 
These two are Col. William S. Graves, Infantry,  sec- 
retary of the General Staff, and Col. P. D. Lochridge, 
Cavalry, secretary of the War College Division. All the 
others have been permitted to go to field or camp com- 
mands, where, however important the work to be done, 
the country is deprived of their valuable services along 
the lines of proven experience. Instead, the positions in 
the General Staff Corps—the very brain of the military 
establishment—h: ve been filled with men who are both 
willirg and capable, but who, regardless of willingness 
or brains, must simply be broken in to the routine of 
their new offices. 

The example which comes quickest to mind is the case 
of Major Gen. Joseph E. Kuhn. If there is any one of- 
ficer in the Army list whose experience and training 
makes his retention in a supervisory and advisory ca- 
pacity advisable, General Kuhn is that officer. More 
than any other he has had an opportunity to see mod- 
ern warfare on a large scale; warfare, moreover, as it 
is waged by our enemy. Why is not the officer posess- 
ing all this knowledge held at Washington, the common 
source of intelligence for all the Army, instead of being 
assigned to command a single unit, the 79th Division? 
There is no intention to question this officer’s un- 
doubted capabilities for his newest position, but who is 
so suited for the vacancy he leaves at the War College; 
to which, by the way, he was named because of peculiar 
fitness? Almost without exception, the same criticism 
can be made as to the detachment of other officers from 
the Corps in order that they might fill offices in the Na- 
tional Army. 

The result is being seen and heard on every side. 
Important orders are delayed for days, in part, of 
course, by the tremendous volume of work to be done, 
but also because from lack of experience the men who 
prepare them are unable to work as swiftly or as surely 
as their predecessors. Important matters referred to the 
office of the Chief of Staff for the opinion of that of- 
fice spend valuable days awaiting the necessary en- 
dorsements; decisions on the most vital matters are un- 
obtainable. When Vera Cruz was occupied in April, 
1914, the then Secretary of War issued an order which 
might well have been adopted as a general principle in 
the policy of the Department. In effect this was that 
trained staff officers might consider themselves “put” 
where they were and that no amount of application or 
influence could secure the detail of such men to field 
duty. Certainly so far as considering individual inter- 
ests to the detriment of the best interests of the Service 





is concerned, this should be the policy for all time. The 


sudden and tremendous increase in our military machine 
by the present call to war may make some exception 
unavoidable, but hardly seems to justify such a com- 
plete stripping of a vital part of our Army system of 
its trained men. It cannot be denied that the policy of 
no separation of trained staff men from this special field 
would for a time at least work hardship on officers who 
are. not only eligible for field conimands but who have 
won the right to promotion. In time of national stress, 
however, the first thing obliterated is the equity of the 
individual—especially of the individual officer. His first 
and only duty is to go where sent and the prime 
requisite of his superiors is that they shall know where 
he is to be sent so that his talents may be used to best 
advantage. Officers on duty in the General Staff Corps, 
however, are assuredly deserving of promotion. Con- 
gress should have provided for it and ere this should still 
provide for it through special legislation recognizing the 
value of that branch. 
Q.M. CORPS AT OTHER EXTREME, 


Exactly the opposite extreme of the above procedure is 
found in at least one staff department. This is the 
Quartermaster Corps. Up to the time of writing not a 
single officer from the permanent lists of this corps has 
been selected for duty with the National Army—which 
would carry with it substantial and deserved promo- 
tion. The Quartermaster General is reported to have 
refused to endorse several such details because the of- 
ficers involved “could not be spared.” Not only the per- 
Manent officers of the corps, but also line officers on 
detached service with it whose long experience has 
given them a valuable knowledge and training in its 


special duties, are retained while others of no specialized 
experience receive appointment and advancement by as- 
signment to the National Army. Apparently the idea 
is that since the department will be called upon in the 
coming months to handle many times the usual amount 
of work, it would be foolhardy to take from it its trained 
men. Again, it is true that this works a hardship on 
the officers who are cut off from deserved advancement. 
There is certainly something to be said, however, in 
favor of a policy basd on a desire to preserve the effi- 
ciency of an important department. But its drawbacks 
appear in. the struggles of willing and capable line offi- 
cers to keep up with the routine of unfamiliar staff duties 
to which they are assigned in the National Army—and 
in the feeling of injustice among officers of the Quarter- 
master Corps that others less qualified by experience re- 
ceive advancement by assignment to specialized work in 
which they excel. 


— 
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THE ULTIMATE VICTIMS. 

Congress is always ready for an investigation and 
has finally found two excuses for its favorite occupa- 
tion in the matter of the defective small-arms am- 
munition and the rifle contracts entered into by the 
Government through the Ordnance Department of the 
Army and the War Munitions Board. When such 
investigations begin motives are always sought for in 
the civilian press and by the average man in the street 
with the general result that “politics” is alleged te be 
the spring of the action by our representatives in Con- 
gress while for their part the Senators and Represen- 
tatives are apt to declare, in those confidences which 
color Washington correspondents’ reports, that their 
only aim is to wipe out “bureaucratic influences” in the 
War Department which tend to hamper the effectual 
conduct of the war. 

The inevitable irony of this situation is now, as 
nearly always, that it is the direct result of action by 
the body which is conducting the investigations, Con- 
gress itself. Admitting that the defect in the small-- 
arms ammunition is one which could have been con- 
trolled by the Ordnance Board, although no chemist- 
critic has arisen to declare this is so, it must be said 
for the Ordnance Department that it has been hampered 
for years with appropriations too small to carry on its 
work properly. Bureau head after bureau head has rec- 
ommended appropriations for specific purposes that have 





been refused by Congress with the result of cramping ~ 


effort and checking initiative and eventually creating 
what is loosely termed a “bureaucratic” spirit, which is 
really a kind of persistent despair over thwarted ef- 
forts. Nothing so truly illustrates this as the situation 
regarding the rifle contracts under investigation. For 
years the Chiefs of Ordnance of the Army have been 
recommending that. Congress appropriate money to pro- 
vide a supply of dies and gauges for making rifles so 
that in time of emergency our own arsenals could be 
speeded up and the dies and gauges supplied to private 
concerns making rifles other than the standard Army 
weapon. Congress has refused these particular appro- 
priations persistently and yet here in the face of a 
state of war the Government has had to invest over 
$9,000,000 in rifle-making machinery which it might 
have owned years ago if Congress had but been given 
the wisdom to see the need it is now “investigating.” 

The pity, nay the tragedy, of this situation is in its 
outcome. The ultimate victims of the kind of neglect 
that is typified by this matter of defective small-arms 
ammunition and the shortage of rifles are the officers and 
men of our Armies in the field. They must have, in 
addition to arms and ammunition, shelter, food, cloth- 
ing and medical supplies. Without these things, or hav- 
ing them~in poor and insufficient quantities, is to put 
them at the mercy of the enemy, to say nothing of the 
discredit such a state of affairs would be to the coun- 
try as a whole. It may be that this war will go to 
such lengths that the men in the field may have to 
endure such hardships as were the lot of the,armies in 
the War of Independence, the Crimean War and our 
own Civil War. But thatisalong way off yet, even for 
the armies of the Central Powers. And meanwhile it 
is our duty as a people to see that such impoverish- 
ment of munitions and supplies does not affect our 
men. 

We are supposed to learn many war lessons from the 
experiences of England. Our Ally has lost hundreds of 
thousands of dollars’ worth of supplies through mis- 
management and many hundreds of thousands more 
through inefficient methods, as was revealed in the last 
annual report of the comptroller and auditor-general of 
the British army. Even now we read in the British 
service journals of. insufficient food supplies for the men 
at the military camps in England itself, obviously 
through mismanagement rather than from lack of ma- 
terials. ‘The causes of these conditions are open to study 
and the moral of them might be applied to our own 
Service if need be. But the ¢rouble with Congress in 
its investigations of the War and Navy Departments 
is that it mever aims at a constructive spirit but al- 
ways takes the destructive attitude, with the result that 
little good comes from its work. The dictionary de- 
fines a bureaucrat as “an official who governs by a 
rigid and arbitrary routine.” As revealed in its treat- 
ment of the Army and Navy Congress displays much 
more of this bureaucratic spirit than does any officer 
of either Service, and it is changeless in its attitude 
in this respect. If we could have one “investigation” 
by Congress that would be constructive in spirit we 
might look forward t seme improvement im ether 
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quarters where the “bureaucratic ‘spirit” is supposed to 
rule supreme. ; 
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NATIONAL GUARD REORGANIZATION. 

The reorganization of tue National Guard divisions 
along the lines of the newly adopted system not orly will 
wipe out many famous regiments through consolidation , 
with other regiments, but will result in scores of officers 
being transferred to the National Army or to other duty. 
Boards of officers have been appointed to meet at Guard 
camps to pass upon the efficiency of the officers, and ac- 
cording to report, to recommend those who are to be re- 
tained in th® reorganized units. The surplus officers may 
be designated to command reserve or training units or 
may be placed on “waiting” lists. Those who fail to come 
up to the Department’s standards of efficiency will, of 
course, be dropped. 

Reorganization of National Guard units will be made 
in the several camps in order to conform to the 
new war strength on the plan of the French army. This 
plan, while increasing the strength of officers and men of 
Infantry regiments, will reduce the aggregate strength of 
the new division as compared with the old by reason of 
there being a less number of units in the divisions now 
being organized. This will result in making some Na- 
tional Guard organizations mere skeletons, their men 
being transferred to other regiments whvse war strength 
is to be increased to 3,604 men and 95 officers. It is con- 
sidered as not unlikely that some organizations reduced 
to a skeleton may cease to exist as such, and officers ‘and 
men left in them may be used in the depot brigades. 

It is a realization of this situation which lies behind 
the anxiety of the Reserve Corps officers ordered to Na- 
tional Guard camps as instructors. They foresee that at 
the end of their duty in this capacity they will be withs. 
drawn from the camps for detail to other positions, prob- 
ably to the National Army. In the meantime their for- 
mer associates in the training camps will have gained 
much experience with the men they will command, and. 
what is more important will have won advanced positions 
on any list arranged for promotion. The War Depart- 
ment will no doubt make every effort to save the identity, 
of the National Guard regiments, at least of those of 
longest organization and cherished records and traditions ; 
but the peculiar characteristics which have distinguished 
many of them, as well as their distinctive designations, 
will be lost in the great reorganization new under way. 
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High Army officials do not hesitate to express their 
disappointment over the failure of the Committe on Ap- 
propriations of the House to report, in the recent De- 
ficiency bill, the item of $498,000 for the Military In- 
telligence Section of the General Staff, as recommended 
by the Acting Chief of Staff and approved by the Sec- 
retary of War. The item was contained in supplemen- 
tary estimates of the War Department to be submitted 
as addenda to the bill. It is hoped that the item may 
be restored in conference in order that a branch of the 
Service which has proven of increasing importance may 
not be crippled. The committee explains its action on 
the ground that in July $500,000 was set aside for the 
use of the Intelligence Section, and holds that this sum 
should be sufficient until December, when the needs of 
the department will be better known. Even if this were 
true there is, unfortunately, no guarantee that Congress 
will not spend as much time on the next Service appro- 
priation as was given to the: War Revenue bill. In 
such case the work of a vital branch of the General 
Staff would have to stop over a period of several weeks 
and possibly months. 

The nomination of Capt. Thomas Snowden, U.S.N., 
who was recently selected by the Board of Rear Ad- 
mirals to be a permanent rear admiral, was sent to the 
Senate on Sept. 8. The nomination of Captains Albert 
P. Niblack, John A. Hoogewerf, William B. Fletcher, 
Marbury Johnston, and Edwin A. Anderson, to be 
temporary rear admirals were also sent to the Senate 
on the above date, together with many other nomina- 
tions while a number of nominations for appointment 
in the Army were also sent to the Senate on Sept 8, 
including those of Col. Charles McK. Saltzmann and 
Major Benjamin D. Foulois, Sig. Corps. U.S.A., to be 
temporary brigadier generals. All these nominations ap- 
pear on pages 99 and 100 in this issue. The nominations 
were all confirmed on Sept. 11.

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A number of important assignments of field officers of 
the Coast Artillery Corps of the Army, to various coast 
artillery districts, etc., appear under our Army head in 
this issue. They include the foll6wing: Col. Charles 
A. Bennett, to command the North Atlantic district; 
Col. Willoughby Walke, to command Middle Atlantic 
district; Col. Morris K. Barroll, jr., to command Scuth 
Atlantic district; Col. John P. Haines to command the 
coast defences of San Francisco; Col. Alfred M. Hun- 
ter, to command the South Pacific coast district, and 
Col. George F. Landers, to command the Panama district.

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Over 300 Reserve officers and National Guard officers 
were honorably discharged from the service of the United 
States in recent War Department orders, their services 
being no longer required. Orders have been issued as- 
signing 200 officers from each of the first series of six- 
teen Reserve Officers’ training camps to duty as instruc- 





tors at the National Guard Army camps. It is not an- 


nounced how long the War Department expects to keep 
them on detail, or what disposition will be made of these 
8,200 officers when the need for their services with these 
units is past. 
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PROGRESS IN AVIATION SERVICE. 


The Senate passed on Sept. 12 the bill providing for 
an Aircraft Board to supervise the production of aim 
craft for the Army and Navy, including the work of 
constructing aircraft plants. No contracts will be made 
by this board, however, without the approval of both 
departments. The board is to be composed of the Chief 
Signal Officer, U.S.A., the Chief Constructor, U.S.N., 
and seven civilian members, each of whom is to receive 
a salary of $7,500 per annum. 

On the same day Secretary Baker issued a long 
statement concerning the new airplane motor designed 
for the use of the Army and Navy. The statement reads 
in its essential part: - 

“The ‘United States Aviation engine’ has passed its 
final tests. They were successful and gratifying. The 
new motor, designated by the Signal Service as the 
‘Liberty Motor,’ is now the main reliance of the United 
States in the rapid production in large numbers of 
high-powered battleplanes for service in the war. In 
power, speed, serviceability and minimum weight the 
hew engine invites comparison with the best that the 
European war has produced. I regard the invention and 
‘rapid development of this engine as one of the really 
big accomplishments of the United States since its 
entry into the war. The engine was brought about 
through the co-operation of more than a score of engi- 
neers, who pooled their skill and trade secrets in the 


war emergency, working with the en@guragq@ment of the 
Aircraft Production Board, the War Depaftment, and 


the Bureau of Standards.” 

After describing the details of how two of the best 
engineers in the country began work on June 3 and the 
generous aid given them by consulting engineers and 
motor manufacturers all over the country, the state 
ment continues: “A remarkable American engine was 
actually produced three weeks before any model could 
have been brought from Europe. It was promised that 
this engine would be developed before the Fourth of 
July. Twenty-eight days after the drawings were started 
the new engine was set up: This was on July 3. Parts 
of the first engine were turned out at twelve different 
factories, located all the way from Connecticut to Cali- 
fornia. When the parts were assembled the adjust- 
ment was perfect and the performance of the engine 
was wonderfully gratifying. This in itself demonstrates 
the capabilities of American factories when put to the 
test, and when thoroughly organized for emergency work 
of this sort. 

“Thirty days after the assembling of the first engine 
preliminary tests justified the Government in formally 
accepting the engine as the best aircraft engine pro 
@need in any country. The final tests confirmed our 
faith in the new motor in every degree. Both the flying 
and altitude tests of the new motor have been gratify- 
ing. While it is not deemed expedient to discuss in 
detail the performances and mechanics of the new motor, 
it may be said that standardization is a chief factor. 
Cylinders; pistons, and every other part of the motor 
have been standardized. The new engine amounts prac- 
tically to an international model. It embodies the best 
there is in American engineering and the best features 
of European models, so far as it has been possible to 
adapt the latter to American manufacturing methods. 

“The standardization of parts materially simplifies 
the problem of repair and maintenanee. Spare parts 
will be promptly available at all times. Even the cylin- 
ders are designed separately. It is possible to build the 
new engine in four models, ranging from four to twelve 
cylinders, and under the standardization plan now 
worked out an eight-cylinder or a twelve-cylinder model 
ean be made, using the same standard cylinders, pistons, 
valves, cam shafts, and so on. ‘The standardization of 
the new engine does not mean there will be no change 
in it during the war. If the engine can be improved, 
it will be improved. 

“With the completion of final tests of the motor— 
tests which satisfied and gratified both expert engineers 
and Army officers—progress already has been made to 
ward organizing industry for the manufacture of the 
new machines, and deliveries will begin within a com- 
paratively short time.” 
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MEDALS OF HONOR. 

Reporting S. 1720, to provide for the award of medals 
of honor and distinguished-service the House 
Military Committee recommends the passage of the Sen- 
ate bill, with a proviso added “That in the cases of offi- 
eers and enlisted men now in the Army and who have 
been mentioned in orders, now a part of official records, 
for especially meritorious services, such as to justify the 
award of tle distinguished-service medal hereinbefore pro- 
vided for. such cases may be and acted on 
under the provisions of this act, notwithstanding that 
said services may have been rendered more than three 
years before said cases shall have been considered as 
authorized by this proviso, but all consideration of and 
action upon any said cases shall be based exclusively 
upon official records of the War Department.” 

The committee “believes that the creation of a d&s- 
tinguished-service medal in addition to the Congressienal 
Meda! of Honor now authorized by law-to be necessary in 
order that especial acts of gallantry and serviee may be 
recognized by the Goverament. The War Department has 
approved the general idea of the measure, and the Senate 
bill meets the approval of the committee with the addi- 
tion of an amendment which will enable the President 
to recognize previous distinguished of officers and 
men, many of which were performed in the Spanish- 
American and Philippine Wars, that while not at that 
time coming within the requirements for a Congres- 
sional Medal of Honor, well within the justifica- 
tion for the bestowal of the proposed new distinguished- 
service medal. But in order to prevent the introduction 
of a flood of new evidence and consequent labor in the 
bestowal of medals for previous acts of gallantry, as the 
War Department feared might result if no time limita- 
tions were placed in the bill, the Committee on Military 
Affairs has specifically guarded against this by an amend- 
ment providing that all consideration and action in such 
eases shall be based exclusively upon official records now 
on file in the War Department. 

“The necessity for the House amendment is illustrated 
by the fact that the Senate bill provides that this pro- 

sed distinguished-service medal shall immediately be 

red to all enlisted men who previously have been 
awarded the certificate of merit now authorized by law, 
but unless some provision is made the officers in com- 
mand of the men who were also mentioned in orders for 
gallantry in the same identical act which gave the cer- 
tificate of merit to the enlisted man would be precluded 
from the honor of a service medal, because at the time the

only possible reward for the officer was a Congressional 
Medal of Honor, and many gallant acts of officers of the 
U.S. Army are recorded while falling just short of the 
requirement of the Congressional Medal, especially as 
the law did not permit a bestowal of the certificate of 
merit to the officer as it did to the enlisted man.” 
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THE SIXTY-FIFTH CONGRESS. 


The Senate on Sept. 11 passed S. 2617, authorizing the 
restoration of John T. Melvin, a lieutenant (junior 
grade), to the active list. The bill as amended provides 
that he “take rank next after Lieut. (J.G.) Gordon 
Hutchins, U.S.N.,” as an additional number in grade, 
and for the purpose of computing his pay the time of his 
former service as an officer in the U.S. Navy, from July, 
1907, to August, 1915, and the time of his‘ active service 
as a lieutenant (J.G.) in the Fleet Naval Reserve, U.S. 
Naval Res. F., shall be allowed in the longevity estimates. 

The Senate on Sept. 11 passed S. 2495, to amend Sec. 
1585, Rev. Stats., to read: “Forty cents shall in all cases 
be deemed the commutation price of the Navy ration.” 

The Senate on Sept. 11 passed H.R. 3932, to prohibit 
the manufacture, distribution, storage, use, and posses- 
sion in time of war of explosives, providing regulations 
for the safe manufacture, distribution, storage, use, and 
possession of the same. The first section declares “that 
when the United States is at war it shall be unlawful to 
manufacture, distribute, store, use, or possess powder, 
explosives, blasting supplies, or ingredients thereof, in 
such manner as to be detrimental to the public safety, 
except as in this act provided.” The President is to pro- 
claim the regulations and the Bureau of Mines, Interior 
Department? will issue licenses and execute the Presi- 
dent’s orders in the matter. 

The Senate passed on Sept. 11 the bill (S. 2623) pre- 
serving the citizenship of all Americans who have entered 
the military or naval services of any of our Allies in the 
present war; the Senate concurrent resolution that the 
President be asked to proclaim a national day of prayer 
for our Armies; and the bill giving the Commissioner of 
Patents the power, during a time of war, to order that 
an invention may be kept secret and a patent for it with- 
held whenever, in his opinion, such action would be 
detrimental to the public safety or defense. 

Senator Lodge’s bill to permit Americans to retain 
decorations received from Allied governments for mili- 
tary service when they enter the American Army was 
passed by the Senate on Sept. 12 and now goes to the 
House. 

The Senate adopted on Sept. 12 Senator Chamber- 
lain’s #esolution making aliens resident in this country 
subject to the draft. On the same day an adverse report 
was made to the Senate by the Military Affairs Commit- 
tee on the resolution recently introduced by Senator Hard- 
wick, of Georgia, providing that the consent of every 
drafted man be obtained before he is sent into service 
abroad. The committee’s report denounced the proposed 
resolution, declaring that the draft is constitutional. The 
committee, the report says, believes that every man 
drafted into the National Army can be used abroad. “The 
situation arising out of this spirit of opposition to the 
selective draft is serious,” contnues the report, “and 
taken in connection with the unrest among the civilian 
population growing out of commercial and industrial 
conditions, stimulated in some cases doubtless by pro- 
German sympathizers and propagandists, places our 
country in a situation of extreme peril at a time when 
all should be united in a common cause. The psycho- 
logical effect of calling in question an act the principles 
of which, it seems to the committee, have been sustained 
by the courts of the country, is bad, and the tendency of 
it all is to impair the military efficiency of the men who 
are already in the Service and of those who may yet be 
called to serve in this time of need.” 

After two days of debate, the Senate passed, viva voce 
on Sept. 12, the Trading with the Enemy bill, carrying 
drastic regulation of any commercial intercourse in this 
country in which subjects of Germany may be financially 
concerned. The measure already has passed the House. 
Just before the final vote, an amendment was added to 
the bill aimed at the suppression of seditious utterances 
by German-language newspapers printed in this coun- 
try. Under this amendment, offered by Senator King, of 
Utah, all German-language newspapers would be obliged 
to publish an English translation, in a parallel column, 
of any comment upon the Government of the United 
States, its Allies, or its war policy. Failure to do this 
would subject the offender to forfeiture of the use of 
the mails. The amendment was adopted without a dis- 
senting vote. 
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Favorable report was made Sept. 7 in the House on 
H.R. 5833, granting six months’ pay to Ida Cottrell 
Hodgson, widow of Frederick Grady Hodgson, who wasa 
colonel, U.S.A., retired. 

The House Military Committee on Sept. 7 favorably 
reported 8. 1720, to provide for the award of medals of 
honor and distinguished service medals. 

Favorable report was made in the House Sept. 6 on 
H.R. 5918,-to authorize the President to organize pro- 
visionally as Field Artillery or Infantry, and to use as 
Field Artillery or Infantry during the existing emergency, 
such regiments of Cavalry as he may designate. 

In spite of the recommendation of Secretary of War 
Baker and the request of Major Gen. Tasker H. Bliss, 
U.S.A., as acting Chief of Staff, the House Committee 
on Appropriations on Sept. 12 declined to report the ap- 
propriation of $489,000 for the military intelligence sec- 
tion of the General Staff, on the ground that in July it 
set aside $500,000 for use of this service. In the opinion 
of the committee this sum will be sufficient to last until 
December, when the members feel the department needs 
will be better known. Mr. Baker and Major Gen. Hugh 
L. Seott, Chief of Staff, appeared before the committee 
on the same day and stated that approximately $300,- 
000,000 more was needed for ordnance to be included in 
the deficiency bill the committee is framing. A $60,- 
000,000 deficiency appropriation for ammunition reserve 
supplies and other naval purposes supplemental to ap- 
propriations already made and estimated for, was asked 
for by Secretary Daniels.

The American Red Cross, acting upon the suggestion 

of Secretary Daniels, announced on Sept. 10, the 
formation of naval auxilaries to be identified with Red 
Cross chapters throughout the country in the collec- 
tion of relief supplies for the men in the Navy.

In response to a statement issued by the Comforts Com 
mittee of the Navy League that it intends to continue te 
supply American sailors with cans, sweaters and other 
clothing not supplied by the Navy Department, Secretary 
Daniels announced on Sept. 11 they would not be re 
ceived on warships or naval reservations as long as they 
were presented by the Comforts Committee in its 1 : 
capacity as a section of the Navy League. Mr. Daniels 
said none of the gifts presented by the 300,000 women 
eonnected with a committee was essential to the well- 
being of the men, because the Navy Department supplied 
them with all that is needful. He would be glad to have 
the supplies given to the men as additional comforts pro- 
viding they came from some organization that had no 
connection with the Navy League. 
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RADIO OPERATORS WANTED. 

The Navy Department has issued a call for additional 
radio operators for the Naval Communication Service. 
Qualified radio and telegraph operators, either profes- 
sional or amateur, and men who have a knowledge of 
electricity which would enable them to qualify quickly, 
are particularly wanted at this time. Applicants for 
the radio service may enlist in the Regular Navy for 
four years, or in the Naval Reserve for the period of the 
war. Promising seamen and apprentice seamen are given 


an opportunity to become operators. 
The Regular Navy accepts enlistments under two rat- 
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ings, landsman for electrician (radio) and electrician, 
third-class (radio). For the former rating the recruit 
must be able to receive twenty-five words a minute in the 
Morse code or ten words a minute in the Continental and 
possess a foundation in radio. For the electrician rating 
possession of a commercial radio license and ability to 
pass an examination in electricial subjects are necessary. 
Five ratings are available in the Naval Reserve: Lands- 
men fot electrician (radio); electricians, third-class 
(radio) ; electricians, second-class (radio); electricians, 
first-class (radio), and chief electricians (radio). Men 
are enrolled in the first two classes according to their 
ability in the Morse or the Continental codes; in the 
other ratings according to their experience as commer- 
cial radio operators on merchant vessels, and other quali- 
fications. 

Enlistments in the Navy or enrolments in the Naval 
Reserve for radio operators will be accepted at any Navy 
recruiting station. The monthly rate of pay for radio 
men ranges, on the present war basis, from $32.60 for 
landsmen to $72 for chief electricians.

ARMS AND MUNITIONS INQUIRY. 

lvullowing the passage on Sept. 8 of the Dent resolu- 
tion calling for an investigation of the defective am- 
munition sent to the American EXxpeditionary Force in 
France, Speaker Clarke appointed nine members of the 
House of Representatives on Sept 8 to serve as the spe- 
cial investigating committee. The members, who are all 
from the House Military Affairs Committee, include: 
Dent, of Alabama, chairman of the Military Affairs 
Committee; Fields, of Kentucky, Quin, of Mississippi, 
Gordon, of Ohio, Shallenberger, of Nebraska, Anthony, 
of Kansas, McKenzie, of Illinois, Greene, of Vermont, 
and Morin, of Pennsylvania. The Dent resolution as 
finally adopted reads: 





“That the Speaker appoint a select committee of nine 
members and that such committee be instructed to in- 
quire into the manufacture and purchase of ordnance 
and ammunition, including small arms and heavy ar- 
tillery ammunition already purchased, and the quality 
and condition thereof, for use by the armed forees of 
the United States in the present emergency, and for 
such purposes it shall have the powers to send for per- 
sons and papers and, administer oaths and shall have 
the right to report at any time.” 

The committee appointed in pursuance of the Dent 
resolution began its hearings on Sept. 13. All sessions 
will be executive, it was announced, but Chairman Dent 
will act as spokesman for the body in giving to the pub- 
lic such details as are to be released before the committee 
makes its official report. 

srig. Gen. William Crozier, Chief of Ordnance, U.S.A., 
was the only witness heard on Sept. 13. He told the 
committee that the defect in ammunition primers was 
due solely to the chemical action set up in the primer as 
a result of the generation, after inspection, of a de- 
teriorating acid. All of the suspected ammunition had 
been recalled and steps were under way to strengthen 
the method of inspection so as to prevent a similar oc- 
currence in the future. He denied newspaper reports that 
the discovery was made by General Pershing’s Expedi- 
tionary Force, and said that as soon as the discovery was 
made at the arsenal General Pershing was notified and 
all of the defective ammunition has been returned. 

Chairman Dent asked him if he had any reason to sus- 
pect intentional incorporation of the faulty chemical in- 
gredient in the powder. General Crozier replied that 
there was nothing whatever to indicate it and added that 
everything had been corrected and no harm whatever 
had been done. He said that every safeguard has been 
used at the arsenal. He agreed to furnish the committee 
a list of the inspectors, chemists and others employed at 
the arsenal for the committee’s information in determin- 
ing what witnesses to call and in mapping out its pro- 
gram. 


RIFLE CONTRACTS QUESTIONED. 


Brig. Gen. William Crozier, Chief of Ordnance, 
U.S.A., and Frank A. Scott, chairman of the War In- 
dustries Board, appeared before the House Appropria- 
tions Committee on Sept. 11, to give information re- 
garding the rifle contracts entered into by the U.S. 
Government. General Crozier and Mr. Scott were 
called by the committee owing to the fact that the Chief 
of Ordnance signed the contract for the Government and 
they were examined and approved by the board of which 
Mr. Scott is chairman. The contracts, which were for 
1,000,000 rifles, were entered into with the Remington 
Arms Co., the Remington Arms-Union Metallic Cart- 
ridge Co., and the Winchester Repeating Co., and were 
the outcome of the situation described months ago in 
the Army AND Navy JourNAL when the British gov- 
erument had to buy the rifle-making machinery in some 
of these plants owing to the fact that some of the com- 

inies felt they could not live up to the contracts they 

ii made with Great Britain. Later the British gov- 
ernment turned the machinery back to the companies to 
wake the rifles and subsequently, as was developed at the 
iearing, the United States paid the British government 

half the cost of the machinery. Our Government 
now has machinery in these plants that is worth about 
$9,000,000. 

Speaking about this rifle contract at the hearing 
Chairman Fitzgerald of the Appropriations Committee 
“iid: “The companies get a profit of ten per cent. on 
What it eosts them to do their work, and in that cost 
tuey get a guaranteed return of six per cent. on every 
dollar they have invested, and no manufacturing con- 

tn in the world can start with the assumption that no 

atter what happens it will get six per cent. return on 
every dollar “invested.” 

(reneral Crozier told the committee that the Gov- 
ernment had to get the rifles, that the contract seemed 

be an equitable one from both sides, and that it 
would surely produce the guns asked for. 

Chis contract represents a ten per cent. profit upon 
the output,” said Representative Sherley, “and the cost 
of the output has figured in it as one of the elements of 
interest upon the investment as well as the working capi- 
tal of the companies turning out the rifles. If the output is 
sich that it represents a value many times the capital 
invested, ten per cent. upon that output will represent 
juany times more than ten per cent. upon the capital. 
Tiat raises the question as to whether the Government 
‘s warranted in paying ten per cent., which should rep- 
resent actually, over a period of fourteen months, per- 
haps thirty or forty or fifty per cent. increment upon 
the capital involved.” 

General Crozier explained that all those phasés of the 
contract had been debated at sitti at which were 
present officials of the three companies, officials of the 
War Department, and members of the Council of Na- 
tional Defense. He said that the six per cent. upon the 


capital invested was in reality a fee for the services of 


_the organization, plant, personnel, and experience. 


When Chairman Scott of the War Industries Board 
appeared before the committee, Representative Titz- 
gerald asked -him how it had been determined that ten 
per cent. was a reasonable profit. “It was the best 
bargain that could be made under the circumstances,” 
answered Mr. Scott. ; 

“And because it was the best bargain was the con- 
tract made regardless of the reasonableness of the price 
to the Government ” asked Representative Fitzgerald. 

“No, sir,” answered Mr. Scott, “this contract will 
produce rifles at a lower cost than the rifles required 
by any other Government in the war.” Mr. Scott said 
that even if the Government did own part of the ma- 
chinery the most valuable asset of the companies was 
their organization, and without that the machinery 
would be of no use. 
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EXPLOSION AT FRANKFORD ARSENAL. 

Through an explosion in one of the buildings known 
as detonating dry rooms, three men were killed and 
twenty-one persons were injured at the Frankford Ar- 
senal on Sept. 8. The explosion is believed to have been 
due to the accidental dropping of a tray of detonators, 
which wrecked the building in which primers and de- 
tonators fer three, four and six-inch shells were dried. 
Eighty thousand detonators recently completed were 
set off and the fire which followed destroyed three small 
structures adjoining. The total loss is placed at $20,000. 

Col. George Montgomery, U.S.A., commanding officer 
of the arsenal, sent a report of the accident to Brig. 
Gen. William Crozier, Chief of Ordnance, on the same 
day, in which he said there was a week’s output in 
the detonator dry house and the primer dry house was 
about half filled. These, together with small lots of ex- 
plosives in adjacent buildings, blew up. The fire that 
resulted from the explosion was under control within 
an hour and_ fifteen minutes. Colonel Montgomery 
asked for $2,500 to repair the damage to the build- 
ings. Colonel Montgomery heads the board of inquiry 
the other members of which are: Capt.,J. H. Wood- 
berry, U.S.A., and Majors J. H. Telot, A. S. Cushman, 
P. J. O’Shaughnessey. : : 

General Crozier is quoted as saying: “I haven't the 
slightest idea what caused the explosions, but I have 
heard nothing to indicate a_suspicion of incendiarism. 
The scattered explosions, as I understand it, were solely 
the result of the first explosion. It is entirely possible 
that the detonations from the explosions in the two 
dry houses caused the other explosion.

NATIONAL ARMY NOTES. 

Secretary of War Baker visited the cantonment at 
Camp Sherman, Chillicothe, Ohio, on Sept. 11. He was 
shown about the camp by Major Gen. E. F. Glenn, 
N.A., and expressed himself as well pleased with it. 


Col. Isaac W. Littel, Q.M. Corps, U.S.A., in charge of 
the construction branch of the Quartermaster General's 
office in Washington, arrived at Yaphank, N.Y., Sept. 12 
to inspect the cantonment of the 7th Division and confer 
with Major Gen. J. Franklin Bell, commanding. Colonel 
Littel’s tour of inspection occupied several hours, and it is 
understood that his visit had to do with the hastening 
of the work in the preparation of the camp, the con- 
tractors being behind. 

Major Gen. Leonard Wood, U.S.A., commanding the 
88th Division of the National Army at Camp Funston, 
Fort Riley, Kas., in an order just issued says, in part: 
“Officers will be required to wear service hats, with chin 
straps down, instead of caps, and will wear blouses when 
leaving the reservation. ‘They will carry either bamboo 
riding crops or light canes. All enlisted men will be 
encouraged to carry swagger sticks. 

Conscripts for the 361st Infantry of the National 
Army, Col. W. D. Davis, U.S.A., began to arrive at 
Camp Lewis, American Lake, Wash., on Sept. 5. The 
camp also received 243 sergeants transferred from the 
14th and 44th Infantry, U.S.A., to serve as first sergeants 
and mess sergeants with the new companies of the Na- 
tional Army, and the 14th Ambulance Corps, of Oregon, 
104 strong, have also arrived. The work of receiving the 
incoming troops has proceeded like clock work, and drill- 
ing has already commenced. 

Some idea of the trades, professions and business voca- 
tions of conscripts making up the National Army can 
be gathered from the first quota of 2.200 sent from New 
York city to Yaphank, L.1., Sept. 10. Among the re- 
eruits are 37 carpenters, 3 miners, 5 steam engineers, 
1 yeterinary surgeon, 8 civil engineers, 3 photographers, 
36 cooks, 2 medical students, 5 firemen, 12 policemen, 
2 actors, 9 painters, 2 telegraphers, 22 stenographers, 3 
watchmakers, 1 dental surgeon, 22 draughtsmen, 6 tele- 
phone operators, 7 druggists, 2 navigators, 10 grocers, 
7 barbers, 1 interpreter, 20 butchers, 18 accountants and 
92 clerks. There are 71 college graduates. Ninety-¢ight 
men have had military experience; 27 recruits speak 
French fluently and 116 are able to converse in German. 

The 301st Infantry of the National Army, organized 
from Boston drafted men and known as “Boston’s Own,” 
is under command of Col. Frank Tompkins, U.S.A., for- 
merly of the 18th Cavalry. The other officers are Lieut. 
Col. Percy W. Arnold, U.S.A., formerly 14th Cavalry; 
Major Rhinelander Waldo, late U.S.A., and formerly 
Police Commissioner of New York city; Major Edward 
Bowditch, commanding 2d Battalion; Major Clarence B. 
Roxford, 3d Battalion; Capt. Harry A. Hargreaves, ad- 
jutant; Capt. Neal W. Richmond, Hars. Co.; Capt. Hart- 
ley W. Bartlett, Machine-gun Co.; Capt. Joseph H. Grid- 
ley, commanding supply company. ‘The other company 
commanders are the following: Capts. Marshall Stearns, 
A; Lester W. Perrin, B; Stanley K. Smith, C; Philip 
H. Slocum, D; Harold H. Flower, E; William H. Kent, 
F; Ridgway F. Smith, G; Carlton D. Morse, H; David 
B. MacCready, I; Gustave F. Lake, K; Louis J. Hyde, 
L; and Philip W. Dunbar, M. The regiment is at Camp 
Devens, Ayer, Mass., and is a part of the 76th Division 
under Major Gen. H. F. Hodges, U.S.A. The division 
is composed of men wholly from New England states. 

The Field Bakery for the 90th Division of the Na- 
tional Army at Camp Travis, Fort Sam Houston, Texas, 
is now in full operation. It will turn out five and a 
quarter tons of bread each day, the San Antonio Ex- 
press tells us, and it is a model of its kind. Each man is 
allowed one pound of bread per day as his ration and 
there will be 46,000 men in the cantonment. Four huge 
ovens will do the actual baking. They are latest style, 
super-heated and capable of baking 11,500 pounds of 
bread each day. Adjoining is the testing room where the 
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dough is allowed to rise before baking. Beyond that is 
the mixing room where nine huge troughs are solidly set 
in cement for the mixing of the different :ngredients and 
the kneading. Beyond that is the store room where the 
supplies of various kinds can be kept. This is equip 
with large flour bins, huge refrigerators and is strictly 
modern and sanitary. Adjoining the baking room or an- 
other side is the actual bread room. Here are large shelves 
extending around almost four sides of the room where the 
“staff of life” can be piled and allowed to cool. Here, 
too, is the distributing window, where the bread will be 
issued. In connection with the bakery is a shower bath 
where the bakers can step inside and cool off. Just across 
the railroad track is a huge storehouse where large quan- 
tities of flour, enough to feed the cantonment on bread 
for two or three weeks, can be stored. 


NEW YORK TROOPS LEAVE FOR THE SOUTH. 

The first Infantry regiment of the New York National 
Guard to leave for Camp Wadsworth, Spartanburg, S.C., 
was the famous 7th, under command of Col. Willard C. 
Fisk, which left New York city Sept. 11 amid the plaudits 
of many thousands as it marched from its armory to the 
ferry at Twenty-third street and Hudson river. The 
regiment left its armory in heavy marching order promptly 
at the time set and was a splendid looking body. It had 
1,850 men in the ranks after giving 350 men to help re- 
cruit up the 69th Regiment and furnished about 150 to 
the Plattsburg camp. 

Major Gen. Daniel Appleton, retired, former colonel 
of the 7th, who spent the better part of his life in it, 
proudly marched at the head of the escort composed of 
about 200 veterans. Among the veterans w:re such well- 
known officers as Brig. Gen. George R. Dyer, Col. Wil- 
liam G. Bates, Tist Inf., and Col. R. L. Foster, 12th 
Inf., all ex-members of the 7th. After the veterans 
marched the Depot Battalion of the 7th, under command 
of Major DeWitt C. Falls. 

At the Union League Club Mayor Mitchel reviewed the 
regiment, the command swinging by to the tune of the 
“7th Regiment March” written by Cappa years ago. 
Just before the ferry was reached the escort fell out of 
the column and formed line on each side of the street 
and the regiment passed between while the band ren- 
dered “Auld Lang Syne.” 

The 7th boarded the ferryboat Cincinnati and en- 
trained in the Pennsylvania station at Jersey City, amid 
the farewells of dear ones. It was on the site of this 
present station that the 7th in 1861, while in the service 
of the United States, entrained for the defense of Wash- 
ington. The yp esent field and staff officers of the 7th are 
the following:

Gen- 
eral Appleton said: “This regiment is 106 years old. It 
has always dcne its duty and it always will. It is ready, 
to a man.” 

Leaving at the same time as the 7th was the Engineer 
train, under Col. C. I. De Bevoise, composed of 178 offi- 
cers and men and the list Signal Corps, Major W. L. 
Hallahan, composed of three companies. . 

All the above organizations arrived safely at Spartan- 


burg, late on Sept. 13.

Bakery Company No. 45 has been organized at Deming, 
N.M., by transfers from Bakery Compary No. 40, colored 
regiments of Infantry and Cavalry in the Southern De- 
partment and recruiting service. 

Owing to a shortage of clothing equipment in the Army 
many enlisted men have been receiving only ene shirt 
instead of the necessary two. A curtailment in the issue 
of shoes has also been necessary. These shortages will 
be made good later. 

Instructions have been issued by the War Department 
that all detachments of organizations sent to the port of 
embarkation, Newport News, Va., should be provided to 
care for themselves from the time of their arrival until 
they depart for overseas service. Facilities do not exist 
at the port of embarkation, nor is it contemplated to in- 
augurate facilities to care for detachments. They must 
be self-sustaining and organized along those lines before 
they are sent from their regiments. 

Major Gen. James Parker U.S.A., just before he re- 
linquished command of the Southern Department, called 
attention to excessive sentences im on ehlisted men 
after trial by G.C.M. His remarks on this important 
matter appear in G.O. 56, Aug. 23, Southern Department, 
published in this issue. ; 

Col. Joseph Garrard, U.S4., retired, has been recalled 
to active duty and detailed as commandant of the Army 
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Disciplinary Barracks at Alcatraz, Cal. Prior to his re- 
tirement in 1914 Colonel Garrard for some time was in 
command at Fort Myer. 

Major Henry EB. Eames, 32d Inf., has been relieved of 
duty in the Hawaiian Department and ordered to assume 
command of the School of Musketry at Fort Sill, Okla. 

At the Signal Corps camp at Long Branch, N.J., under 
command of Col. George E. Mitchell, U.S.A., there are 
now 1,500 Signal Corps men and 300 officers of the 
S.R.C. are expected. equisitions have been made for 
additional barracks. 

Pvt. Joseph Lawrence, of Cincinnati, a member of 
Battery FE, Sth U.S. Field Artillery, was killed instantly 
at Fort Sill, Okla., Sept. 8, when sixty horses, frightened 
by heavy gunfiring, stampeded. Eleven soldiers were in- 
jured.

The report of the civilian board of inquiry at Houston, 
Texas, which has been investigating the killing of fifteen 

rsons ther¢ on. Aug. 23 by mutineers of the 24th U.S. 
Sientry (colored), reported to the City Council Sept. 
11 that the negroes had planned an outbreak two days 
before it occurred, and on the night of the riot “went 
forth to slay tke white population indiscriminately. 
Inspr. Gen. John L. Chamberlain, U.S.A., shares in this 
opinion, according to the board. The negroes, the report 
states, were resentful toward the whites because of the 
law separating the two races in the street cars. They 
found it easy, because of lax discipline, to obtain whiskey 
from women who were permitted to enter the camp. 
Superintendent of Police Brock is criticized for his “in- 
ability to enforce discipline among the police,” and he is 
declared “not qualfied for the position he now holds.” 

The United States Ambulance Camp at Allentown, Pa., 
under command of Lieut. Col. Elbert E. Persons, Med. 
Corps, U.S.A., has been busy equipping the three base 
hospitals which recently arrived. The base hospitals 
average 180 men apiece, including officers and enlisted 
men. They are quartered in the three new barracks just 
completed. The Pittsburgh Hospital unit, which has been 
in camp for some time, is now quite advanced in drill. 

At present the 26th Regiment of Reserve Engineers, at 
Camp Dix, Wrightstown, N.J., includes 1,200 men and 
49 officers. They will remain in camp for some time, and 
are recruiting daily. 

The address delivered to the students of the 14th Pro- 
visional Training: Regiment by the camp commander, Col. 
Tyree Rodes Rivers, 20th Cav., at Fort Riley, Kas., on 
Aug. 10, has been published in pamphlet form. Colonel 
Rivers spoke to the candidates for officers’ commissions 
on “Loyalty and Discipline,” not so much “as a colonel, 
but rather as a man whom a fairly long experience in a 
certain line of business has convinced that a certain line 
of action is best.” One of the most telling parts of Colo- 
nel Rivers’s speech was his grouping of the following 

ualities as coming under the head of the title of his ad- 

ress; he was speaking of the present war: “Io enable 
one to take a worthy part in this conflict all the good 
qualities of human nature must be called into play: intel- 
ligence, patience, self-control, self-reliance, physical en- 
durance, bravery, courage, fortitude, justice, charity. You 
will note that I have used the words bravery, courage, 
fortitude ; these are gradations of the same quality, though 
I think fortitude—the resolute strength of mind in meet- 
ing danger—is the quality most necessary in the slow 
trench warfare. There is another quality, which, if we 
can believe published accounts, has been sadly lacking 
on one side of this struggle, that we must attempt to re- 
introduce—chivalry, consideration for and protection of 
the weak and helpless, however much our enemy.” 

An appreciative article entitled ‘Edwards—Soldier 
and Man,” that appeared in the Boston Transcript for 
Sept. 1 says of Major Gen. Clarence R. Edwards: “Gen- 
eral Edwards, while he is the commander of a great 
army division and a soldier tried and not found wanting, 
is a man and a father with all the human emotions of 
both. He is a man in whom burns strong the flame of 
love of country and of kindred and of his fellow man, 
and withal a man with an unmistakable will of iron. 
General Edwards is a man of lightning-like perception 
and action. He seldom makes an error in his deduction 
of character. He calls a spade a spade, and wastes no 
time in doing it. He inspires a confidence in his as- 
sociates, whatever their rank, equaled by that of but 
few men.” 

The War Department has secured for the Aviation 
Section of the Signal Corps the services of Mr. Harry 1. 
Barnitz, Ph.G., a consulting engineer of New York city, 
well-known as an authority on hydrogen gas. The Aerial 
4 Weekly in referring to Mr. Barnitz says: “He will 
act in the capacity of civilian adviser whenever the de- 
partment requires such services. Mr. Barnitz is the au- 
thor of several articles on the production and application 
of hydrogen, which have been adopted as text and in- 
struction books by the U.S. Signal Corps Aviation Bal- 
loon School at Fort Omaha, Nebr. The Library of Con- 
gress at Washington, D.C., has awarded Mr. Barnitz an 
honorary certificate in appreciation of his various techni- 
cal writings on the subject of hydrogen.” 

The 13th U.S. Infantry band, under the leadership of 
Mr. W. J. Stannard, participated at the celebrated Schu- 
mann-Heink concert given at the Civie Auditorium, San 
Francisco, on Aug. 30 by the San Francisco Bulletin. 
On the following afternoon this band accompanied Schu- 
mann-Heink at an open air concert rendered at the Pre- 
sidio. The concerts were highly enjoyed. 
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The Secretary of the Navy has again found occasion 
t» rebuke severely a number of high officers of the Navy 
for undue leniency to a junior officer found guilty on 
Serious charges. Lieut. (J.G.) A. A. Garcelon, was tried 
before a court-martial on the U.S.S. Brooklyn, attacehd 
to the Asiatic Fleet, on charges of making false official 
reports, embezzlement and scandalous conduct. He was 
found guilty of each charge but not of each specification 
under every charge. The sentence of the court was that 
he should lose twenty-five numbers in grade. The Com- 
mander-in-chief of the Fleet returned the papers with 
the direction that’ the court reconsider the sentence but 
the court “respectfully” declined to do so. Secretary 
Daniels’s comment is extremely sharp. He says: “It 
ia with regret, surprise and ungualified disapprobation 
that the Department learns that officers of the experi- 
ence and length of Service of the members of the court 
which tried this case regard oen whom they have found 
guilty of making false and fraudulent official reports, of 


embezzlement and of scandalous conduct tending to the 
destruction of good morals, as fit to continue to hold a 
commission, to serve and dwell among them on terms 
of equality and to represent the authority of the Re- 
public. Were it not for the fact that the accused would 
thereby escape all pupnishment for his serious and 
highly discreditable offenses, the Department would feel 





constrained to set aside the proceedings, finding and 
sentenceein this case as constituting a. travesty upon 
justice.” 

NATIONAL ARMY MOBILIZING. 


From all over the United States come reports of 
the success of the present draft plans, and the prompt 
reporting at their respective camp of the first con- 
tingent of recruits to make up the National Army of 
675,000 men is highly satisfactory. The recruits are 
full of patriotism and under the system of instruc- 
tion arranged by the War Department will soon be 
made into good soldiers. Commanding generals at the 
cantonments express satisfaction at the evident in- 
telligence and fine physical condition of the National 
Army men. Major Gen. J. Franklin Bell, U.S.A., com- 
manding the 77th Division of the National Army at 
Camp Upton, near Yaphank, Long Island, N.Y., after 
be pees | 2,000 drafted men who reported there on Sept. 

, said: 

“T am well satisfied with the new men, and I have 
little doubt that they will make good soldiers. There 
is, of course, the disadvantage that many of them, es- 
pecially those who are not quite familiar with the Eng- 
lish language, will find difficulty in understanding the 
commands. This will be overcome quickly.” 

Brig. Gen. Enoch H. Crowder, U.S.A., Provost Mar- 
shal General, who was also present at Camp Upton, to 
observe the arrival of the first increment of the National 
Army, issued a statement saying: “I came to New 
York Sept 10, accompanied by Colonel Johnson to ob- 
serve the details of the execution of the mobilization 
regulations and to see the concrete result of the plan 
of raising a National Army under which we have been 
working for so many weeks. To-day has justified the 
words of the President’s registration proclamation in 
which he said ‘this is in no sense a conscription of the 
unwilling. It is, rather, a selection from a nation which 
has volunteered in mass.’ The enthusiasm of the peo- 
ple and the remarkable spirit of the selected men who 
marched, cheering and singing, to their duty, have made 
it most dificult for me to forget my own enthusiasm 
and pleasure and to devote myself to the study of de- 
tail. Perfection of detail has characterized the mobiliza- 
tion, and dispels every apprehension of deficiency any- 
where. 

“The sacrificial and burdensome law which Congress 
has enacted for raising the National Army, the execr- 
tion of which has directly or indirectly invaded every 
American home, has received its efficient execution at the 
hands of selected representatives from among the people 
themselves. There has been no military invasion of our 
committees, but rather a proffer by the several states 
and sub-divisions thereof of their respective contin- 
gents. This proffer was complete when the contingents 
reached their cantonments and came into first contact 
with the military authorities. 

“It is gratifying to the national vanity that such a 
plan can succeed. It is an assurance of the safety of 
our democratic institutions to observe this visible proof 
of the ability of democracy to measure its Govern- 
mental efficiency against the vaunted perfection of 
Prussian autocracy and to prevail. The men who this 
day responded to their country’s call came to the colors 
in a new way, it is essentially a democratic way. Not 
the least of the advantages becomes obvious when we 
contemplate 4,557 local boards, who, through great 
sacrifices of business interest, have evolved this great 
force and who have been for the past week functioning 
so efficiently as elements in the administrative ma- 
chine that is this day accomplishing the greatest mobili- 
gation of men ever seen on this continent.” 
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OPINIONS OF JUDGE ADVOCATE GENERAL 
Other opinions are noted on page 79. 

The Judge Advocate General in declaring his opinion 
that the War Department Order of June 6, 1917, does 
not prohibit the payment of extra compensation to en- 
listed men for service as cooks, etc.,. again calls atten- 
tion to the difference between “extra duty” and “special 
duty.” “The term ‘extra duty’,” he says, “has rela- 
tion to constant labor extended over a period of not less 
than ten days, not connected with the interior organiza- 
tion of the company, regiment, or other unit * * * 
the term ‘special duty’ has relation to service clearly con- 
nected with the organization of such units and with 
the comfort and welfare of the enlisted men of those 
organizations. It is duty which belongs to the organiza- 
tion and not to the public.’ The order of June 6, 
1916, prohibiting extra dufty pay he believes to be based 
on Par. 169, A.R., and it has no relation to payments 
from company or mess funds. 

Refusing the application of First Lieut. C. C. Todd, 
U.S.A., retired, for a reconsideration of the War De- 
partment’s decision not to allow the period of a detail 
at an educational institution to be counted as active 
duty for purposes of promotion on the retired list, the 
Judge Advocate General again states his opinion that 
such duty cannot be considered “active.” ‘The officer 
detailed without extra compensation is merely permitted 
to serve,” he says, “and clearly cannot be regarded as 
detailed to active duty in the service of the United 
States.” 

Former members of the National Guard who were dis- 
charged for the purpose, of entering Reserve Officers’ 
training camps” are ineligible for appointment as pro- 
visional second lieutenants in ithe Army, General Crow- 
der holds. Section 24 of the Act of June 3,° 1916, e» 
tablishes two distinct classes from which appointment to 
this grade may be made: (1) enlisted men and officers 
of the Philippine Scouts; and (2) members of the Na- 
tional Guard, Organized Militia and Naval Militia. The 
“requirements for the first class relate to eligibility for 
examination’; but for the second class “qualification 
for appointment” is required, which must exist at date 
of appointment. Therefore National Guard officers are 
not eligible unless they are members of the National 
Guard at date when appointment would be made. ~ 

The interesting statement that the personnel of the 
Department of Military Relief, American Red Cross, 
forms a definite part of the “Medical Service of the 
Army” is made in a recent opinion of the Judge Advocate 
General dealing with the use of War Department penalty 
envelopes by these units. It says in part: “The Post 





Office Department recently made the ruling that officials 
of the American Red Cross embraced in the Department 
of Military Relief are entitled under the law to use 
pony envelopes in connection with their official duties, 
t was shown by the Post Office Department that the 
Red Cross units became part of the Medical Service of 
the Army; that the Medical Staffs are commissioned 
officers of the Army or Navy and that the enrolled 
nurses constitute the reserve of the Army Nurse Corps.” 
General Crowder saw no objection to the use of the De 
partment penalty envelope. 
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OUR FORCES ABROAD. 
U.S. OFFICER KILLED. 


The death of 1st Lieut. William T. Fitzsimmons, Medi- 
cal Officers’ Reserve Corps, U.S.A., on Sept. 5, 1917, in 
France was announced to the War Department in the 
following report from our military attaché at the Ameri- 
can Embassy at London, Sept. 8: “British War Office 
reports the death of 1st Lieut. William T. Fitzsimmons, 
M.O.R.C., as a result of an air raid. He was on duty 
with Base Hospital No. 5, attached to the British forces.” 
Lieutenant Fitzsimmons was killed Sept. 5 when German 
aviators bombed hospitals behind the lines in France. He 
joined the Medical Reserve Corps of the Army at Kansas 
City, his home, last May. He was a graduate of Kansas 
University. Shortly before entering the Reserve Corps 
he had returned home after spending a year doing hospital 
work in France. On June 15 last he sailed with the 
Harvard Hospital unit. 

A later catle from Major Gen. John J. Pershing, U.S. 
A., mentions additional deaths in the following message: 

‘Report following deaths, Sept. 5, at Base Hospital No. 5, 
France, from wounds caused by bombs during air raid 
11 p.m., Sept. 4: 1st Lieut. William T. Fitzsimmons, 
M.R.C., and Pyts. 1st Class Leslie G. Woods and Rudolph 
Rubino, jr., Med. Dept., and Oscar C. Tugo, M.E.R.C.” 

The War Department on Sept. 10 announced that 

Sergt. M. G. Calderwood and Pvt. W. F. Branningan, 
Co. F, 11th Reserve Railway Engineers, have been 
slightly wounded by fragment of shell while on duty in 
France. Although no other particulars are given it seems 
evident that the 11th Engineers have been working on 
railroads in the battle zone. This work would include 
building new lines for increased transportation and re- 
pairing former roads. 
_ American medical officers will take charge of the Brit- 
ish military hospitals at Manchester, Salford, Liverpool, 
Leeds, Birmingham, and Cardiff in the week beginning 
Sept. 17, according to the Manchester Guardian. BHleven 
American medical officers have been allocated to Man- 
chester. It is understood that the reason for the change, 
says the newspaper, is that the services of the civilian 
doctors are required for the needs of the population, who 
have been inadequately served, owing to the attendance 
of so many physicians at the hospitals. 

The censor attached to Major Gen. John J. Pershing’s 
staff in France permitted the American correspondents 
to announce on Sept. 13 that “a large contingent of 
American Artillery has joined the Expeditionary Force 
and is well along with its intensive training under French 
a ae er om 7 ee Artillerymen are 
using the latest models of the famous French seventy- 
fives and also 6-inch howitzers.” a

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VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 

The Edward Corning Company has been assigned the 
general contract for construction of a one-story building, 
50 x 100, adjoining the New York Navy Yard as an addi- 
tion to the present Navy Y.M.C.A. The building is de- 
signed to care for the overflow from the Association’s 
large building on Sands street. 


The residents of Wakefield,. Mass., are to be congratu- 
lated for a warm-hearted act of hospitality toward more 
than 100 Navy recruits‘on Sept. 9. The recruits had 
been sent to the Wakefield rifle range for small-arms 
practice and at the suggestion of the Y.M.C.A. of the 
town each one of the recruits was invited to Sunday din- 
ner at the homes of the people of the town. e 

Secretary Daniels has commended Robert M. Boswell, 
seaman, second-class, on board the U.S.S. Mayflower, for 
gallantry in jumping overboard into the Tidal Basin, 
Washington, D.C. on the afternoon of Aug. 8, 1917, and 
rescuing a small boy from drowning. After Boswell 
broughf the boy to the surface he applied first aid, show- 
ing a thorough knowledge of this mode of treatment. Sec- 
retary Daniels has also commended James Salsman, chief 
boatswain’s mate, U.S.N., attached to the Navy aero- 
nautic station, Pensacola, Fla., for his devotion to duty 
and to a shipmate following a collision between a sea- 
plane and a flying boat in which he was acting as altitude 
observer. The commandant reports that notwithstanding 
the fact that Salsman’s leg had been broken in the col- 
lision, he dived three times in an effort to rescue the 
coxswain of the boat, who was unable to swim and who 
was enabled through Salsman’s bravery to grasp a sup- 
port of the pontoon of the seaplane until he could be 
rescued. 








ADVANCED PAY FOR COAST GUARD. 


The attention of the Navy Department has been called 
to the surprising fact that although more than three 
months have passed since operation of the Coast Guard 
was “taken over” by that department, the warrant of- 
ficers and enlisted personnel of the Coast Guard have 
not begun to draw the advanced pay granted under 
Sec. 15 of the Act of May 22, 1917. This section 
reads as follows: 

“That commencing June 1, 1917, and continuing until 
not later than six months after the termination of the 





“ present war, all enlisted men of the Navy of the United 


States in active service whose base pay does not exceed 
$21 per month shall receive an increase of $15 per 
month; those whose base pay is over $21 and does not 
exceed $24 per month, an increase of $12 per month: 
those whose base pay is over $24 and less than $45 
per month, an increase of $8 per month; and those whose 
base pay is $45 or more per month an increase of $6 
per month: Provided, That the increases of pay herein 
authorized shall not enter into the cemputation of con- 
tinuous service pay: Provided, That during the con- 
tinuance of the present war warrant officers, petty of- 
ficers, and enlisted men of the United States Coast 
Guard shall receive the same rates of pay as are or may 
hereafter be prescribed for corresponding grades of 
ratings and length of service in the Navy.” 

As the Coast Guard, under present conditions is as 
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much a part of the Navy as, for instance, the New York 
Navy Yard, there is no possibility that the advanced 
pay will not be paid. Warrant officers of the Coast 
Guard, in their order of precedence, are as follows: 
Master’s mates, keepers, boatswains, gunners, machin- 
ists, carpenters. Petty officers are divided into first, 
second and third classes.

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We are informed that there is no authority for the 
newspaper statement that a base hospital is to be built 
at Spartanburg, S8.C., to cost $450,000, and to have 
12,000 beds. It is the plan of the War Department 
to place beds in each cantonment in number equal to 
three per cent. of the number of troops expected to be 
in that cantonment. It is planned now to have 1, 
beds in the camp hospital of the Spartanburg Camp. 
Although correspondents at Spartanburg have settled to 
their own satisfaction the date of the sailing of the 27th 
Division of the National Guard Army for France, the 
route it will take, ete., the War Department at last ac- 
counts had not agreed to the plans of the scribes. It 
can be definitely stated that the Division will not arrive 
in France in October. It is not certain yet when this 
division will leave Spartanburg, and there are some 
troops whose services will be needed elsewhere that will 
probably never see France. It is within the range of 
possibility that the 27th Division may not cross the At- 
lantie for some time to come. 
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The Navy Department on Sept. 11 published the fol- 
lowing statement: “The Navy Department has received 
a report from Paris which states that the steamer West- 
wego reported on Sept. 8 that while crusing with several 
other ships it was attacked by a massed force of six 
submarines off the coast of France on Sept. 5; the re- 
sult of this attack being that two of the steamers at- 
tacked were sunk, and probably one of the submarines 
was lost’? Through a very unfortunate typographical 
error the first copies of this statement, as handed to 
the newspaper representatives, contained the statement 
that “probably all of the submarines were lost”’ instead 
of “probably one,” as given above. The error was_cor- 
rected as quickly as possible but it gave Secretary Dan- 
iels’s critics excellent opportunity to recall the much- 
discussed story of the submarine attack on the trans- 
ports convoying the Pershing expedition. 
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“I take ‘emphatic exception to the views of the Army 
officer who, in your last issue, opposes issuing a badge to 
exempted men,” writes a correspondent at Concord, Mass. 
“In this company at least the éxempted man, who would 
be only too glad to be ‘allowed to sink into oblivion,’ finds 
himself on the contrary sticking up like a sore thumb 
among his khaki-clad comrades—a very sore thumb in- 
deed, to judge by one case which has been brought under 
my observation ; that of a man who, consumed with desire 
to serve, has three times tried to enlist and three times 
been turned down as physically unfit. To those who ask, 
‘Why are you not in khaki? he can explain; but to the 
many more who, to his morbid imagining at least, pass 
judgment without asking, he can not; a button or an arm- 
let would.” 


_ 
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Several inquiries have reached this office regarding the 
“method being followed by the War Department in pick- 
ing majors for the“National Army.” Attention has been 
called to the fact that the Infantry (captains) appoint- 
ments already announced jump from Singleton to Crock- 
ett, a space of more than 400 numbers. The official ex- 
planation received by the ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL is 
that while “selections” may be stated as the basic policy, 
it is the endeavor of the department to take jnto con- 
sideration at the same time both seniority and avail- 
ability. Eventually, it is believed, every man on this 
list will be drawn but for the time being those most 
available for the immediate vacdncies are being taken. 
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That the matter of officers’ quarters or commutation of 
the same is still of interest outside immediate Army cir- 
cles was illustrated on Sept. 12 in the House of Repre- 
sentatives during the debate on the Bervice Insurance bill. 
Representative Gould, of New York, interrupted the 
course of the debate to charge the War Department with 
failure to make good its promises to officers to provide 
them with quarters where no Government quarters are 
available. If the obvious injustice of the present rule re- 
garding quarters impresses itself on more Senators and 
Congressmen there may be some hope of legislation on 
this subject, which would bring a great financial relief to 
Army officers when it is more needed than at any time 
within memory.

A new form of contract for the manufacture of cloth- 
ing for the Army has been approved by the Quartermas- 
ter General. It “assures a fair wage, proper working 
and sanitary conditions for the workers,” according to 
an official announcement, and provides means for enforc- 
ing these conditions, while guaranteeing a fair return to 
the contractor. The War Department expects the new 
contract to entirely remove grievances which have arisen 
in the past in connection with this work and at the same 
time to expedite delivery of badly needed clothing sup- 
plies. 
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The Acting Secretary of the Treasury, Byron R. New- 
ton, on Sept. 11 submitted to the House “further esti- 
mates of appropriations urgently required by the Naval 
Establishment.” ‘Three items were included, as follows: 
Ammunition for vessels, $15,146,120; batteries and out- 
fit for vessels, $28,059,523.50; reserve ordnance sup- 
plies, $17,500,000. 
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Members of the Military and Naval Establishments 
may withdraw postal savings by mail, according to an 
order issued by Postmaster General Burleson on Sept. 
12. This privilege also is extended to depositors engaged 
= ay connected with military or naval activities 
abroad. 
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The Secretary of War has directed that the date of 
the graduation of students at the negro officers’ train- 
ing camp at Fort Des Moines, Iowa, be deferred until 
Oct, 15. Instruction of the students will be continued, 
until that date. _ This action is believed to have been 
caused by the decision to delay the mobilization of colored 
men called under the first draft. No exact date has been 
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set for their mobilization, the only announcement being 
that it has been “postponed until one of the later calls.”

Of the 161 applicants who appeared for the examina- 
tion held early in July for admission to the Regular 
Army Medical Corps, forty-six were successful. These 
will be ordered either to the Army Medical School or to 
a Reserve Officers’ training camp for the usual course. 
All of those who passed have been notified of their 
success. 
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Officers in the Quartermaster Corps are engaged in 
the compilation of an edition of Special Regulations for 
Schools for Army Bakers and Cooks. It is intended that 
this volume shall include details of the courses new 
being prescribed for the intensive training of students at 
such schools. Copies cannot be available for distribu- 
tion before October, however. 
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The repo® is heard that the Secretary of War has 
approved a recommendation that a special corps of 
one hundred business men be attached to General Per- 
shing’ headquarter’s staff for “administrative purposes.” 
Deails to these positions would be in the grade of civilian 
attaché, it is said. 
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The House of Representatives passed the Service In- 
surance bill on Sept. 13 by a vote of 819 to 0, with the 
$10,000 limit for insurance for the individual restored 
= = several other radical changes in the measure 
aaded. 
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MARINE CORPS NOTES. 


What might be termed the “officer program” of the 
Marine Corps is practically completed. 'The commissioned 
personnel authorized by law for the regular section is 
entirely full and the lists of temporary officers are prac- 
tically complete. It is expected that when the complete 
results of the examination held on July 10 are added 
there will be one or two more men eligible for commis- 
sions as temporary lieutenants than there will be vacan- 
cies. In such case the men who have qualified will have 
the first subsequent opening, but thereafter all promo- 
tions to the commissioned grades will be made from the 
ranks—so far as they may be practicable. 

Brig. Gen. John A. Lejeune, U.S.M.C., who for nearly 
three years has been stationed at marine headquarters, 
soon will be placed in command of the Quantico (Va.) 
Barracks. He will be succeeded by Col. Charles G. Long, 
U.S.M.C., until recently in command of the Philadelphia 
barracks.

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THE NAVAL ACADEMY. 
Annapolis, Md., Sept. 13, 1917. 

The Naval Academy will break a record in its history this 
year by opening on Sept. 24, a week earlier than the regular 
beginning of the academic term. This happens because the 
midshipmen went on leave seven days sooner than is usual for 
their annual leaves. With the commencement of the academic 
year 740 midshipmen, the largest class in the annals of the 
Academy, will begin their four years’ course. With the new 
class the total enrolment of midshipmen at the Naval Academy 
will be 1,470. Twenty additional naval instructors will be 
assigned to the faculty of the institution on account of the 
increase in students. This year’s class is 115 members larger 
than that which entered the Academy last fall. In the class 
are seventeen midshipmen who were selected from the enlisted 
personnel of the Navy. The remainder were students appointed 
from civil life by the President and members of the Senate and 
House, 

The delayed examinations of midshipmen who failed in the 
late June examination and who were given a re-examination 
have been concluded. The midshipmen examined numbered 
about twenty-five. They have now been given leave. 

Candidates preparing for admission to the Naval Academy 
are already in the city at the preparatory schools, The first 
regular examination takes place in February next. 

The class of officers of the Naval Reserve Corps of the U.S. 
Navy, numbering nearly 200, now at the Naval Academy, and 
who have- been under instruction there during the summer, 
will complete their course and graduate from this schedule on 
Sept. 14. 

Midsn. Ernest H. von Heimburg, of Wisconsin, has been 
selected as the captain of both the football and the baseball 
teams, The other captains are: Orew—Stuart S. Murray, of 
Oklahoma; field and track, John C, Williams, of Texas; basket- 
ball, James R. Allen, of Iowa; lacrosse, Harold .M. Martin, of 
Illinois; gymnasium, Gordon M. Jackson, of New Jersey;

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GOVERNORS ISLAND. 


Governors Island, N.Y., Sept. 11, 1917. 

The activity which began on Governors Island on April 6, 
when the ist Battalion, 22d Inf., embarked on boats of the 
Revenue Service at 3:30 a.m. and before noon seized twenty- 
seven German vessels in the Port of New York and 1,200 Ger- 
man prisoners, continues with increasing vigor. The officers 
of the staff are at their desks day and night, with little or no 
relaxation. The drills of the garrison troops are rigorously 
kept up, and “Boyce’s Tigers,’’ as the drafted men under the 
command of Captain Boyce are ¢alled, come early in the after- 
noon and drill till darkness calls a halt. These men, by the 
way, had the right of the line inthe great parade in New 
York of the drafted men of the city last week. 

Large numbers of officers are constantly arriving to report 
at Department Headquarters and to obtain equipment. The 
officer in charge of the Depot Quartermaster Storehouse states 
that practically all the officers and men who report here for 
the Port of Embarkation are fitted out here and the daily cash 
sales amount to $3,000, in addition to hundreds of casuals 
to whom clothing is issued. The traffic on the ferry service 
is very heavy. A count made in April, several years ago, 
showed a passenger carriage for the month of 39,000. A few 
months ago the number of passengers carried was 72,000. The 
statistics for the month of August, 1917, as furnished by the 
Quartermaster’s Office, are as follows: Number of officers, 
12,426; enlisted men, 81,109; civilians, 69,089; total carried 
in August, 112,650 passengers, on the General Otis and the 
General Hancock; freight carried on the same boats in August, 
8,405,000 pounds; mileage of the regular trips for the month 
of August, 28,544 miles, i.e, 3,000 miles more than the cir- 
cumference of the earth. During some days in September the 
Elihn Bunker, a chartered vessel, has left.the dock with the 
other boat to carrv the overflow. , 

Last week 2,000 officers received their pay at the Quarter- 
master’s office at Governors Island.

General Ames, who is forty-six, is 4 
grandson of the late Major Gen. Benjamin F. Butler, is 5 
West Pointer and was a colonel of Volunteers during the 
Spanish War. 

The 1st Infantry,.N.J.N.G., arrived at Anniston, Ala., Sept 
7, in good shape, but hours late. The command received 4 
hearty welcome. 

All of the National Guard Coast Artillery of North Caro 
lina are at Fort Caswell, N.C. -All of the men, with the ex- 
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ception of the two companies of Regulars, are living in camp, 
where they will remain through the winter months. Electric 
lights have already been installed in the tents and every tent 
will be doored and stoves installed sa.as to make the sleeping 
quarters as comfortable as possible for the men. 

Under orders from the War Department the 12th N.Y. In- 
fantry, Col. R. L. Foster, and the headquarters of the Ist and 
2d Brigades and of the Field Artillery Brigade, 27th Division, 
were directed to entrain at Jersey City for Spartanburg, S.C., 
to go into winter camp. Major Edward Olmsted, acting chief 
of staff of the division, announced that other units would fol- 
lew as fast as railroad accommodations are provided. The 
1st Squadron, 1st Cavalry, and the 2d Battalion, 2d Field 
Artillery, will leave for Spartanburg Sept. 15. Major Olmsted 
said he had received instructions that the 2¢ and 3d Regiments 
of Infantry will not entrain for the South before Sept. 24. 

Pvt. William Bloodworth, of Co. G, 167th Alabama Infantry, 
on duty at Camp Mills, Garden City, Long Island, N.Y., died 
on Sept. 11 in the camp hospital of pneumonia. He contracted 
a severe cold while the regiment was coming North from the 
Mexican border, where it had been for a year. The regiment 
landed at Camp Mills in a pouring rain and all the men were 
drenched. Private Bloodworth’s home is at Dothan, Henry 
county, Ala. This is the second death in the regiment this 
week from pneumonia. :

The 5th Infantry, of Massachusetts, whose ranks were de- 
pleted to fill up other organizations of Massachusetts National 
Guard, is in camp at Framingham, Mass., a mere skeleton. 
Whether the command will be filled up with conscripts is not 
known yet. 

The 101ist Infantry, of Massachusetts, a part of the 27th 
National Guard Division, under Major Clarence R. Edwards, 

.S.A., and now in camp in Massachusetts, is filled up to the 
war quota of ninety-five officers and 3,604 men. It will cross 
the Atlantic very soon and will, it is understood, be among 
the first National Guard eontingents to embark, if not the 
first. The 104th Infantry, Massachusetts, is also recruited to 
full war strength and is booked, it is understood, to proceed 
abroad soon.

PARCELS TO THE EXPEDITIONARY FORCES.—The 
Postmaster General on July 24 issued the following order: 
“Parcels of fourth-class or domestic parcel-post matter not 
exceeding twenty pounds in weight, originating in the U.S. 
or any of its possessions for transmission to the U.S. Expedi- 


tionary Forces in Europe, and such parcels originating with 
those forces for transmission to the U.S. or its possessions, are 
subject to the U.S. domestic classification, conditicns and rates 
of postage, the eighth zone rate of twelve cents for each pound 
or fraction thereof being chargeable on parcels subject to pound 
rates, but such parcels may not be registered, insured or sent 
C.0.D. Parcels intended for members of the U.S. Expedition- 
ary Forces in Europe should be addressed in the follo-ving 
manner: (1) Name of addressee. (2) Otheial designation of 
unit to which addressee belongs. (3) Tne words ‘American 
Expeditionary Forces.’ Under no cireumstances should the 
location or station of a military organization be included in the 
address on mail for any member of such forces. Every parcel 
must bear the sender’s name and address, which should be 
placed in the upper left corner of the address side; and it is of 
the utmost importance that parcels sent to the expeditionary 
forces be securely packed and wrapped, fully and plainly ad- 
dressed in accordance with the foregoing, and have proper 
postage prepaid thereon. Parcels addressed to the American 
Expeditionary Forces shall be dispatched in the same mamner 
as other mail intended for those forces.”
